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Tory councillor suspended for email about party’s MP list 





HOT WATER: Cllr Hobbins 
has been suspended 


A FORMER Tory parliamentary candi¬ 
date has been suspended by his party and 
branded a racist after allegedly claiming 
people wanting to be MPs for his party 
did not have “normal” English names. 

Peter Hobbins is accused of sending several emails 
in the early hours of Thursday morning to a number 
of fellow Bromley councillors and Orpington’s 
Conservative Association chairman attacking the 
list of prospective parliamentary candidates for the 
safe Tory seat. 

Orpington is seeking a new Conservative candi¬ 
date for the next general election after John Horam 
had announced he would stand down. The list is 
approved by Conservative Central Office. 

Cllr Hobbins is understood to have sent an email 
to Orpington Conservative Association chairman 
John Esler which read: “I have been contacted by a 
Mr Dilon Gumraj and a Zerha Zaidi and others who 
are all on the approved Conservative Parliamentary 
Candidates list. Not one of them has a ‘normal’ 
English name.

“They want to be the PPCs for Orpington and asked 
me for my personal advice on how they would be the 
best candidates for the Orpington constituency. My 
view? For Hell’s sake. Why are the Candidates 
Department so keen on these foreign names? 

“The candidates department are simply rushing 
these names through. 

“They have absolutely no idea about how associa¬ 
tions are organised and have zero experience of polit¬ 
ical campaigning. Their emails are pathetic.” 

It went on to say: “Maybe I should change my 
name to something foreign - how does Petrado 
Indiano Hobbinso sound to you?!” 

A second email, allegedly from the councillor, to John 
Esler criticised the prospective candidates for asking 
him questions about how to plan a speech, tips on can¬ 
vassing and what to do if they can’t answer a question. 

It added that prospective candidates had asked Cllr 
Hobbins where Orpington was and how to get there. 

The email says the questions are “ridiculous” 


before stating: “I really do not want to read another 
CV about Africa”. 

Conservative sources say the emails have left Cllr 
Hobbins in an almost untenable position as Tory 
leader David Cameron seeks to modernise the party. 

His future outlook appears bleak - but a decision 
will be reached as to what action is to be taken by a 
meeting scheduled for the next few days. 

Cllr Hobbins is ward councillor for Orpington and 
failed to win the Rhondda constituency seat in Wales 
in the 2001 general election. He was unavailable for 
comment as Kent on Sunday went to press. 

Mr Esler said: “Cllr Hobbins shouldn’t have sent 
these emails. They were entirely inappropriate.” 

This year the current MP for Orpington, John 
Horam, had announced he would not be standing at 
the next election, prompting the local association to 
look for a successor. 

A Conservative Party spokesman said: “Cllr 
Hobbins has been immediately suspended from the 
Conservative Party and from the Conservative 
group on Bromley council and will play no part in the 
selection of the parliamentary candidate. There is no 
room for racism in the Conservative Party.”

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Pressure builds 
to finis h Kent 
TV experiment 


OPPOSITION to Kent County Council’s online TV station Kent TV 
is mounting after two highly critical reports on terrestrial television. 


Meridian’s ITV and BBC South East 
Today both carried heavily-critical reports 
of the way KCC had spent £1.6 million on 
the internet TV station. 

It is sure to increase pressure on KCC to 
quit pouring money into the little known 
project. 

But council leader Paul Carter defended 
the use of taxpayers’ money and told KOS 
Media that he was “extremely proud” of 
what it had achieved thus far. 

He said there was support in the county 
and pointed to an online survey which 
showed 70 per cent support. KOS media 
found the survey was actually attached to 
a local news site story about the online 
soap Hollywould, launched in October. 
Fewer than 100 people appear to have 
taken part. 

Councillors must decide before 
Christmas whether to pull the plug on the 
venture, which is contracted until March. 

Politicians and residents speaking to 
reporters from both Meridian and the 
BBC on Thursday presented a dim view of 
how much they valued the service, which 
costs £600,000 a year to run and only 
attracts about 2,500 unique visitors a day. 

South East minister Jonathan Shaw - 
the MP for Chatham and Aylesford - told 
Meridian it seemed an “extraordinary 
amount of money” to spend. 

He added: “All local authorities want to 
get their message across and promote the 
services available to residents, but do we 
really need a television station run by the 
county council?” 

One of the main opponents to the Kent 
TV contract being extended is Kent’s Lib 
Dem leader Cllr Trudy Dean, who last 
week criticised a review of the service that 
did not take public opinion into account. 

She told Meridian: “I think a lot of the 
content is fairly boring and I do not think 
the figures it was predicted to reach in 
terms of people viewing the site have been 
reached. 

“KCC is now being asked if it wants to 
continue with it, but there are no figures 
for what the public thinks. The public is 
paying for it and we believe there should 
be an opinion poll before any decision is 
taken.”

Both Meridian and the BBC carried out 
their own opinion polls on Thursday by ask¬ 
ing 15 residents between them whether they 
had heard of Kent TV and, if so, whether 
they watched it. 

The results showed that only five people 
had heard of it, and that none of them had 
ever watched it. 

When Kent TV was launched in 2007, run 
by Bob Geldof’s Ten Alps media company, it 
was intended to be self-funded through fund¬ 
ing partnerships with other public bodies 
and similar schemes by the end of its two- 
year pilot. 

KCC originally budgeted £1.2m for the 
trial and last year agreed a further £400,000 
to cover any extension, which was granted in 
September when insufficient external rev¬ 
enue was raised. 

Under fire 

Aside from the issue of spending taxpayers’ 
money on a service few people seem to want, 
the station has also come under fire as a 
threat to democracy in Kent. 

Professor Tim Luckhurst, from the 
University of Kent’s centre for journalism, 
told the BBC: “County councils should not be 
able to own their own broadcast media. It’s 
not something a democratic society should 
tolerate.” 

KCC announced last week that due to 
Government funding cuts it faced a £200m 
shortfall over the next three years and needs 
to cut between 600 and 700 jobs. 

Cllr Carter told KOS Media: “The review 
by CapGemini was carried out professional¬ 
ly and took viewing figures and community 
involvement into account. 

“The fact that more than 2.2 million people 
have sought out and watched Kent TV over 
the last two years is a strong indicator of 
public opinion.” 

Meanwhile, the station missed out on 
receiving an award at the European 
eGovernment Awards on Thursday night.

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Americans ready 
to bolster county 
social work team 

RECRUITMENT campaigns have been held 
in the United States and across Europe to 
bring more social workers to Kent in the wake 
of the Baby P case. 

The Kent County Council action comes after 
many UK social workers turned their backs on 
the profession after criticism following the 
tragic death of little Peter Connelly - Baby P. 

A Local Government Association (LGA) sur¬ 
vey revealed that six in 10 local authorities 
were having difficulty holding on to frontline 
staff - up by 50 per cent since last year. But 
KCC has invested £1.5 million to recruit social 
workers and has filled almost 100 vacancies. 

Campaigns in the USA and Europe led to 40 
more social workers joining the authority, on 
top of 57 newly-qualified from the UK. 

Gary Cooke, deputy cabinet member for 
Children, Families and Education, said: “We 
have recruited more than 90 social workers, 
both experienced and newly-qualified. 

Campaign 

“After a recruitment campaign in the USA, 
29 people accepted posts and are due to start 
work in February. We offered nine jobs to social 
workers after a similar campaign in Europe.” 

He said retaining frontline social workers 
had been a problem across the country. 

“The publicity after Baby P has not helped, 
but there is also a national shortage,” he said. 

“Kent has a good reputation for training and 
supporting staff. This helps to retain experi¬ 
enced workers and attract new people. They 
work in difficult and challenging circum¬ 
stances and I am extremely proud of them.” 

LGA chairwoman Shireen Ritchie said coun¬ 
cils had to make sure social workers felt val¬ 
ued and supported. 

She said: “Social workers protect thousands 
of children from neglect and abuse on a daily 
basis, but have been put through the mill. 

“People who care about the safety of children 
should understand that social workers are the 
solution, not the problem.” 

Man is held after 
woman stabbed 

A WOMAN has died after being stabbed at a 
house in Greatstone. 

Police were called to the address in Hardy 
Road at about 10am on Friday and found the 
woman with multiple stab wounds. 

Paramedics rushed to the property, but the 
woman was pronounced dead at the scene. 

A police officer said: “South East Coast 
Ambulance were attending to a 28-year-old 
female who received a stab wound. 

“She was pronounced dead at the scene and 
a 40-year-old man has been arrested.” 

Police have questioned neighbours about the 
incident but said most of them were away at 
work when it happened.

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Family and Army 
hail a ‘true hero’ 


Soldier shot dead 

in Helmand was 

‘beloved son and 

devoted father’ 

A KENT soldier killed this week in Afghanistan 
has been described as a “true hero” by his griev¬ 
ing family writes Marijke Cox. 

Sergeant Robert Loughran-Dickson, from Deal, was shot on 
Wednesday night while on a routine patrol in the Nad-e-Ali dis¬ 
trict of Helmand Province 

The 33-year-old, who was known as Rob or L-D to his friends, 
had been in the Army for 12 years and was serving with the 
Royal Military Police when he was killed. His family paid tribute 
to the father-of-one, who leaves behind 17-year-old son Robert. 

“He is a true hero in many ways of whom the whole family is 
extremely proud. He gave the ultimate sacrifice doing what he 
loved and was devoted to. 

“A beloved father, son, brother and uncle. You lit up our lives 
and that light will stay bright for ever. You will be greatly 
missed, but always loved by all.” 

Secretary of State for Defence Bob Ainsworth also paid tribute 
to the soldier. He said: “I was very saddened to learn of the death 

of Sgt Robert Loughran-Dickson. 

“His commanders describe him as an 
exceptional soldier and I know his loss will 
be felt greatly among his colleagues and 
friends in the Royal Military Police.” 

Sgt Loughran-Dickson attended primary 
and secondary schools in Deal before 
enlisting into the Army’s Royal Electrical 
and Mechanical Engineers in 1997. 

He transferred to the Royal Military 
Police in 2001 and was deployed on opera¬ 
tions in Kosovo, Iraq, Northern Ireland 
and Afghanistan. 

He held a number of posts during his 
time in the Army and was a crime reduc¬ 
tion and local intelligence officer when he 
died. 

This involved working with schools, giv¬ 
ing presentations and processing intelli¬ 
gence and it was through this role he was 
promoted to sergeant. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Debbie Poneskis, 
commanding officer of the 4th Regiment, 

Royal Military Police, said he would be 
sorely missed. 

“He was totally professional, easy compa-

ny and the first to volunteer for anything,” 
she said. 

“I had absolute faith in Sgt Loughran- 
Dickson. He was utterly reliable, wise 
beyond his years and simply got on with 
the job quietly and without fuss. 

“He was an extremely proud father and 
his son Robert is a credit to him.” 

Captain Karen Tait, operations officer at 
160 Provost Company and one of Sgt 
Loughran-Dickson’s good friends, echoed 
the words of Lt-Col Poneskis. 

“He was a true friend who I will deeply 
miss and even now cannot comprehend the 
void he will leave, not only in me but those 
he has served with and those he loved 
deeply and who loved him,” she said. 

“I was proud and honoured to serve with 
him, but above all being able to call him my 
friend. His smile I will miss the most.”

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Operation Stack 
starts as vicious 
winds shut port 

THE M20 motorway turned into a parking lot 
again this week as Operation Stack was 
bought into action. 

High winds caused disruption to cross- 
Channel ferry traffic and at one stage the Port 
of Dover was closed 
for safety reasons. 

Across the 

Channel, rough 
weather also forced 
berths in Calais out 
of service. 

Ferry firms advised 
travellers to consider 
whether their jour¬ 
ney was necessary 
and suggested alter¬ 
native dates for trips 
to France. 

A spokesman for 
P&O Ferries said: 

“We’ve had to cope 
with some vicious 
weather. In some 
cases two tugs had to 
be used to bring a ship into port. 

“At one point Dover was closed for five hours 
and this just adds to the pressure. 

“There were also berths closed in Calais. The 
ports know we can bring a ship alongside - but 
if a 60-knot gust of wind hits at the wrong time 
the ship can smash into the berth. 

“Damage like that takes months to repair so 
it’s a risk that can’t be taken. A 30,000-tonne 
ship smashing into a berth is a very serious 
matter indeed. 

“As winds change direction, berths become 
unusable and that is what we have seen this 
week.” 

Operation Stack closed the M20 eastbound 
between Junctions 10 and 12 so lorries could 
be held. Other traffic was forced to use the A20 
between Ashford and Cheriton.

HOSPITALS in the South East 
have been criticised for the “scan¬ 
dalous” standards of care afforded 
to people with dementia. 

According to a report by the Alzheimer’s 
Society, patients suffering from the brain 
disorder occupy a quarter of all beds in the 
region and often spend far longer in hospital 
than others who are admitted for the same 
treatment. 

The charity is now calling for better training 
in dementia care for nurses and other staff to 
improve standards on wards. 

Chris Wyatt, area manager for the South 
East, said: “The NHS could save at least £80 
million a year if people with dementia were 
enabled to leave hospital one week earlier. 

“Some vast improvements in care can be made 
quickly and at low cost if medical professionals 
are equipped with an understanding of demen¬ 
tia and a willingness to change their approach.” 

Dementia is a term used to describe various 
different disorders associated with an ongoing 
decline of the brain and its functions, including 
memory, judgement and language. 

According to the Alzheimer’s Society there 
are currently 700,000 people living with the 
illness in the UK, with the figure expected to 
soar to 1.7 million by 2051. 

Maidstone resident Cheryle Lewis agrees 
with the charity’s view that hospital staff need 
better training in dementia care, following her 
experience at Maidstone Hospital late last 
month. 

Her 66-year-old mother Valerie Hills was 
admitted to the hospital on October 20, with a 
urinary infection and suspected stroke, but 
Mrs Lewis said very few nurses fully under¬ 
stood her condition and that communication 
between them was poor. 

She said: “Nobody seemed to have the time 
or understanding to deal with her. When mum 
was admitted she was left to sit in the medical 
assessment unit for hours and all we would 
get is that the staff were very busy. 

“People would be holding their children 
because there was this mad woman screaming 
and shouting, and I don’t see why I should have

had to tell everyone what was wrong with her. 

“There needs to be a specialist unit or room 
within a hospital where you are able to just 
talk to someone who understands, and that 
when you go back you know there is someone 
who gets what is wrong with your mum or dad. 

“It would be nice just to have someone smile.” 

A spokesman for Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust said the hospital was sorry to 
hear about Mrs Lewis’ concerns, and that it 
would be contacting her as soon as possible.

He added: “We always do our best to treat all 
our patients with the care and dignity to which 
they are entitled. As the Alzheimer’s Society 
report makes clear, there are particular chal¬ 
lenges in caring for people with dementia and 
our nurses and doctors work hard to overcome 
those problems.” 

According to the report, 78 per cent of carers 
in the South East were disappointed with the 
quality of dementia care in hospitals while 70 
per cent said they complained or wanted to 
complain. 

In addition, 87 per cent of nurses ques¬ 
tioned said they found working with demen¬ 
tia challenging while 57 per cent said they 
did not receive any dementia training. 


Baroness could face 
fraud charge over her 
£100,000 expenses 


BRITAIN’S first female Muslim peer could 
face criminal charges for allegedly claiming 
£100,000 in allowances for a property she 
barely occupied, writes Steve Knight. 

Residents living near Baroness Uddin’s two- 
bedroom flat in Maidstone say the building 
has lain empty since it was purchased back 
in 2005, despite the 50-year-old Bangladeshi 
having registered it as her main home. 

According to national newspaper reports, 
she is one of six MPs and peers who could 
face criminal charges of fraud following 
investigations by Scotland Yard into the 
abuse of the Parliamentary expenses system. 

Formerly the deputy leader of Tower 
Hamlets council in east London, Lady Uddin 
- who also rents a property in Wapping - was 
elevated to the House of Lords in 1998.

Breached 


It is alleged that by purchasing the 
Maidstone flat she has been able to claim 
about £30,000 per year in overnight subsis¬ 
tence allowance available to peers who live 
outside the capital and need somewhere to 
stay when they attend Parliament. 

However, Lady Uddin denied the allega¬ 
tions when they were first levelled at her by 
the Sunday Times back in May. 

She said: “I do not believe I have done 
anything wrong or breached any House of 
Lords rules. 


“The Wapping house is rented while I own 
the property in Maidstone.The Maidstone 
property is furnished and I strongly deny 
that I have never lived there. Indeed I have 
stayed there regularly since buying it.” 

According to a report in The Daily Telegraph, 
the Crown Prosecution Service is expected to 
decide whether to prosecute Lady Uddin and 
the others accused by as early as January. 

Director of public prosecutions Keir 
Starmer will determine whether the politi¬ 
cians face court on counts of fraud - which 
carries a maximum sentence of 10 years - or 
false accounting, for which the maximum 
penalty is seven years. 


Kent’s three remaining acute hospital trusts 
- Medway, East Kent, and Dartford and 
Gravesham - all said they were committed to 
improving the quality of care for dementia 
patients. 

Medway and Dartford and Gravesham said 
they would be providing improved training for 
doctors and nurses, while East Kent revealed 
it had recently launched a new service for 
dementia patients. 

Director of nursing Julie Pearce said: “These 
patients need specialist care and we have 
worked with the Kent and Medway NHS and 
Social Care Partnership Trust to develop a liai¬ 
son psychiatry service in our hospitals, which 
includes specific provision for elderly care. 

“Highly-skilled liaison nurses support hospi¬ 
tal staff caring for dementia patients, provid¬ 
ing both on-the-spot advice and structured 
training.”

Forging ahead at Farriers Arms

A PUB that was rescued from clo¬ 
sure by villagers will officially 
open next weekend after months 
of refurbishment work. 

The Farriers Arms in Mersham, near 
Ashford, dates back to the 1600s. It closed 
last year after the former landlord suddenly 
left, leaving the pub in a poor state of repair. 

The plan to rescue the village local was the 
idea of businessman Richard Bishop. 

He issued shares for a new company and 
negotiated a deal to buy it from its former 
owners, pub chain Punch Taverns. 

At the time of the takeover, he said: “It was 
clear that local people had such strong feel¬ 
ings about the pub that they wanted to help. 

“I was bom in the village and for me it was 
always the best pub for miles. 

“It has every ingredient you could ever 
want for a successful pub.” 

They had to raise £430,000 to buy the inn,

then find more funds to carry out the renova¬ 
tion work. 

The pub boasts its own trout stream in the 
back garden and is said to have a resident- 
ghost. It was a haunt of smugglers bringing 
their ill-gotten gains from Romney Marsh. 

Now after five months of hard work from 
villagers the pub is about to re-open. Each 
shareholder has invested at least £1,000. 


They do get some tax benefits through the 
enterprise investment scheme, but believe 
that with the new investment and enthusi¬ 
astic backers the pub can be viable as a busi¬ 
ness again. 

Much of the refurbishment work has been 
done free by the villagers themselves. 

A new manger has been appointed to mn 
the pub and it will officially open to the gen¬ 


eral public next weekend. 

June Ballard, who is the assistant manag¬ 
er at the pub, said: ‘We are all really excited, 
the work is nearly finished and we have 
already staged an evening especially for the 
shareholders.”

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Call for action on 
struggling schools 


EDUCATION chiefs say they are 
working hard to improve Kent’s 
struggling secondary schools and 
rescue them from possible clo¬ 
sure, writes Steve Knight 

This week Schools Secretary Ed Balls 
wrote to local authorities to express his con¬ 
cern at the lack of action at 50 schools where 
less than 27 per cent of pupils achieved at 
least five A* to C grades at GCSE including 
English and Maths. 

However, despite fears there are five in 
Kent that will not reach the target of 30 per 
cent by 2011, no such letter was sent to 
County Hall. 

Cllr Jenny Whittle, Kent County Council’s 
deputy cabinet member for learning and 
development, said: “We are already working 
with National Challenge advisers who are 
taking stock with us on progress made to 
date. 

“They will report to KCC and the Secretary 


of State shortly with their findings and rec¬ 
ommendations. 

“I am also visiting National Challenge 
schools to speak with heads and governors 
about the work they are doing to raise stan¬ 
dards. We are also working alongside acade¬ 
mies in the county which are also in this 
position but are accountable directly to the 
Secretary of State.” 

Mr Balls’ main concern is that some local 
authorities are not making proper use of the 
powers already available to them, such as 
issuing warning notices. 


He also wants to see more struggling 
schools turned into academies or linked with 
trusts. 

Cllr Whittle said: “Kent has already exer¬ 
cised its statutory powers in developing new 
school organisation partnerships, including 
federations between schools and academies. 

“This has seen great improvements in 
many schools. 

“We know there is more to do and we will 
work proactively with our schools and a 
range of partners to reach the national tar¬ 
get by 2011 or before.” 


Last year the Government placed 33 of 
Kent’s secondary schools on its National 
Challenge scheme - the highest number of 
any local authority in the country. 

Of the 22 that have not yet passed the 30 
per cent benchmark, 11 are now within four 
per cent and a further six are on course to 
rise above it by 2011. 

Mr Balls announced in September he 
would be sending advisers into the county to 
help with the improvements. 

He said at the time: “I’ve always said that 
non-selective schools in selective areas face 
extra challenges. 

“There’s no doubt in my mind that if you 
have a new cohort of young people who have 
all arrived in secondary school having been 
told they did not succeed, then you have the 
greater issues around aspiration and belief.”

The monarch spent at least £6,440 
throughout the 1180s - more than a quar¬ 
ter of his average annual income - building 
and furnishing the impressive keep at the 
castle, according to a study of his finances 
by John Gillingham, Professor Emeritus in 
medieval history at the London School of 
Economics. 

Prof Gillingham said the king was wor¬ 
ried about Becket’s cult after his martyr¬ 
dom in 1170. “Henry was eager to impress 


flogged by monks. Becket was canonised in 
1173 and Henry became uneasy about the 
growing popularity of the martyr. 

The idea for improving Dover Castle 
came in 1179, Prof Gillingham said, when 
Louis VII of France arrived on a state visit. 
The king decided he needed to show how 
important he was to foreign leaders. 

“When Louis comes, Henry realises there 
is likely to be a very significant internation¬ 
al element to the cult of Thomas Becket,” 
the professor said. 

“If princes are going to be coming across 
the Channel, then Henry needs to be able 
to receive them in a proper fashion.”

AN ARTIST has used the idea of traditional Russian dolls inside one 
another to come up with a novel artistic statement on the shrinking 
size of people’s homes, writes Chris Murphy. 


Andy Baldwin’s mechanical sculptures 
are fascinating visitors at an exhibition in 
Canterbury. 

The Kent-based artist is showing his 
bizarre works at the city’s Sidney Cooper 
Gallery in a show called Nesting. 

One piece, called House, is a mansion 
which repeatedly opens dolls’ house style, 
showing smaller and smaller homes, then a 
caravan, and finally a man made out of con¬ 
crete, representing rock bottom in the hous¬ 
ing market. 

The artist said the sculptures are based 
around the concept of home and the charac¬ 
ter we project onto our own personal space. 

Shelters 

It was created in response to his concern 
about homelessness and the lack of emer¬ 
gency shelters in Kent, where the identity 
of the housing overshadows the character 
of the individual. 

Mr Baldwin said: “I wanted to show alter¬ 
native living. We could all end up homeless 
and on the street at any time, and it’s not 
just the people in small homes. 

“Those in big houses can also suddenly 
face a bad time and lose everything.” 

Another work is a large rotating wheel 
with photographs attached, producing a 
continual cycle of house images.” 

Mr Baldwin added: “The pictures show 
some of the more unusual places people call 
home. There are boats, a bread van, and a 
variety of other unusual locations and 
items used for people to live in. 

“I am all for alternative living, and want-

Smith, of Cliffside Court, 
West Hill, was handed a nine-month prison 
sentence when she appeared at Woolwich 
Crown Court, London, on Monday, having 
previously pleaded guilty to causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

The attack took place in Highland Road, 
Bexleyheath, on Monday, March 16, of 
this year. 

Despite a fractured cheekbone and 
swelling to both her pelvic area and feet, 
the mum’s baby was unharmed when it was 
bom four months later. 

Deliberate 

Det Con Rhana Dhillon of Bexley police’s 
CID said: ‘What makes this case even more 
horrific is that the victim was heavily preg¬ 
nant, and despite being told this Smith con¬ 
tinued to assault the victim and deliberate¬ 
ly drove into her. 

“I am just thankful the baby was 
unharmed and is healthy.” 

Short-tempered Smith flew off the handle 
when her victim - who was accompanied by 
her 30-year-old sister - pulled out in front of 
her while driving through Crayford. 


Despite raising her left hand to apologise, 
the woman was followed for about two miles 
until the two vehicles stopped at the traffic 
lights. 

At this point Smith exited her car and 
began to shout and swear at her victim before 
punching her through the partially-open 
driver’s side window, ignoring the sister’s 
pleas to stop before eventually turning on her 
as well. 

When the five-months-pregnant woman got 
out of her vehicle to call the police, Smith 
ended her tussle with the sister, got back into 
her car and drove straight at the mum-to-be. 

The victim was later taken by ambulance to 
Darenth Valley Hospital after Smith had fled 
the scene. 

Coincidentally, less than a week following 
the incident the victim spotted her attacker in 
Dartford and followed her for two hours while 
she ate in a restaurant, went shopping and 
then back to her flat. 

She also made a note of Smith’s car 
registration number before passing her 
details onto the police, who subsequently 
made the arrest. 

DC Dhillon said: “I would like to thank the 
victim for her vigilance and determination. 

“If she had not spotted the suspect at a later 
stage, we may not have obtained the crucial 
lead we needed.”

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‘Seeda has put milli ons into Kent’ 


SEEDA’S new chairman has disput¬ 
ed claims the agency cannot effec¬ 
tively serve the people of Kent, 

writes Steve Knight. 

Earlier this year county council leader Cllr 
Paul Carter said he thought KCC could spend 
Government cash more efficiently than “an 
unelected representative sitting in an office in 
Guildford”, which is where the South East 
England Development Agency is based. 

However, business consultant Rob Douglas, 
who took up the chairmanship on November 2, 
said the county had fared better than most in 
terms of funding. 

He said: “It’s true that we do cover a very large 


region with a big population, but Seeda has 
been very active in Kent and continues to be so. 

“We’ve recently put £7.3 million into the 
Canterbury Innovation Centre, as well as large 
amounts into projects like the Turner 
Contemporary in Margate. 

“Over 10 years we have also helped secure 
£160m of public sector money for Chatham 
Maritime, which in turn has led to an extra 
£700m of private sector funding. Kent has been 
one of the major recipients of Seeda funds.” 

Set up in 1999, Seeda is responsible for the 
economic and social development of a region 
that is home to more than eight million people 
and bigger in size than Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland combined. 

Cllr Carter’s thinly-veiled swipe at the agency 



in August came as the County Hall chief 
threw his weight behind Conservative pro¬ 
posals to drastically reduce the number of 
quangos (quasi-autonomous non-govern¬ 
mental organisations) in the UK. 

Tory leader David Cameron has 
pledged to do so if his party wins 
the next general election, but has 
not yet indicated which might be 
in line for the axe. 

However, Mr Douglas said the 
speculation will have no bearing 
on how he approaches his new job. 

He said: “I’m not a politician and 
it is they who will decide what sort 
of structures they want at a 
regional level, but I believe there 
needs to be something between 
the national and local levels and 
that some of the programmes already in 
place should remain. 

“For every pound Seeda spent between 
2002 and 2007, the taxpayer received £5.60 
back in terms of value added to the local and 
regional economy, so it’s clear we have been 
doing worthwhile things and it’s important 
they aren’t just swept away. 

“But I’ll leave it to the politicians to decide 
what is best. Part of my challenge is not to 
worry about the future and do the best I pos¬ 


sibly can for the region.” 

Mr Douglas, 61, was previously a senior 
executive for Shell and represented the oil 
company as far afield as Italy, Belgium and 
China. He also joined Seeda’s 
board of directors in 2001, acting 
as deputy chairman from 2003 
until 2007, when he left the agency. 

Listing ids top priority as help¬ 
ing South East businesses survive 
the recession, Mr Douglas was 
quick to distance himself from the 
allegations of money-wasting that 
haunted his predecessor, Jim 
Brathwaite. 

Mr Brathwaite received criticism 
for claiming about £50,000 in 
expenses per year for taxi jour¬ 
neys, but Mr Douglas said he was 
more likely to use public transport or his own 
car. 

He said: “Jim worked tirelessly for the 
region, and all his travel was absolutely to 
help the region. But I agree with the need for 
transparency and to be accountable for how 
taxpayers’ money is spent, so I’ll make sure 
it’s spent as efficiently as possible. 

“I live close to a main-line station and am 
used to using public transport. I also have a 
senior citizen’s bus pass.”

HOSPITAL bosses are to tighten security 
after three laptops were stolen within 
four weeks. 

The computers - containing health records - 
were taken from Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust hospitals in July and August. 
One was not encrypted and had audiology 
test results for 33 patients. 

The Information Commissioner’s Office 
(ICO) found the trust in breach of the Data 
Protection Act and urged it to act. Trust chief 


executive Glenn Douglass has now signed an 
agreement with the ICO in which he promises 
to improve security. 

The agreement orders the trust to identify 
and encrypt any personal data held on a lap¬ 
top or other removable media used by the 
hospital within the next six months. 

As well as test results, the first laptop held 
personal data recorded between 2006 and 
2009 and details for an unknown number of 
patients between 2003 and 2006.

Domestic violence conference highlights substances link 


Abuse fuelled by 
drink and drugs 



THE links between substance 
misuse and domestic violence 
have been at the centre of talks at 
a multi-agency conference in 
Maidstone this week. 

It follows the release of up-to-date figures 
showing incidents of domestic abuse in Kent 
have risen by 568 to 20,710 between 2008 
and 2009. 

About 150 representatives from charities, 
aid organisations and domestic violence 
forums across the county took part in discus¬ 
sions, which were hosted by the Kent and 
Medway Domestic Violence Strategy Group. 

Tory MP Ann Widdecombe, who repre¬ 
sents Maidstone and the Weald, attended 
the meeting and said she hoped it would 
raise awareness of the problems blighting 
many people’s lives. 

“Domestic abuse can affect men, women 
and children, but it often goes unaddressed,” 
she said. 

Chief Supt Lee Catling, chair of the strat¬ 
egy group, stressed that substance misuse 
will never be accepted as an excuse for sub¬ 
jecting a partner to violence. 

He said: “The impact of domestic abuse 
and substance misuse on family life is dev¬ 
astating, particularly for children. It’s a mis¬ 
take to think children are unaware of what 
is happening in their homes.

“Children can often give detailed accounts 
of what has happened and the effects can 
last for the rest of their lives.” 

Leigh (not her real name), from south 
Kent, was just a child herself when she suf¬ 
fered domestic abuse from her boyfriend. 

The 16-year-old was suffering from 
depression and self-harming and was 
referred to a personal adviser from help 
group Connexions. 

She admitted to being abused by her 
boyfriend and recalled one incident when he 
punched her in the face when she ques¬ 
tioned his smoking. 

She took him back, but after he hit her 
again made the final break. Since then she 
had retaken her maths and English GCSEs 
and is studying childcare at college. 

Links to substance misuse and domestic 
violence were highlighted at the Maidstone 
conference and figures showing the true 
extent of problems were revealed. 

Recent studies found that almost half of 
domestic violence offenders had been under 
the influence of alcohol. 

Children’s charity Childline also reported 
that almost 50 per cent of calls made by 
youngsters about a significant other’s alco¬ 
hol problems were made primarily to talk

about physical abuse they had experienced. 

But Karen Bailey, deputy director of the 
Stella Project, an agency addressing drug or 
alcohol-related domestic violence, said it was 
not just abusive partners who drink heavily. 

“Statistics show that many women use 
drugs and alcohol as a coping mechanism for 
abuse and show high rates of depression or 
post-traumatic stress disorder,” she said. 

“Often abuse, violence and controlling 
behaviour exist when the perpetrator is 
sober. The issue is complicated and requires 
a multi-agency response.” 


MORE than 100 budding politicians are just 
days away from learning if they have been cho¬ 
sen to represent their peers on the Kent Youth 
County Council (KYCC). 

Thousands of children visited polling sta¬ 
tions at schools and youth centres to have 
their say throughout a nine-day voting period 
that opened late last week. 

The results of this year’s elections - in which 
106 candidates are battling for 48 seats in 12 
districts - will be announced next weekend. 

KCC cabinet member Cllr Mike Hill said the 
successful candidates would help shape servic¬ 
es for youngsters. 

“KYCC plays a very important part in rais¬ 
ing awareness of the issues that affect young 
people,” he said. “The number of candidates 
keen to be elected shows how enthusiastic 
Kent’s young are about having a voice.” 

This year marks the 10th anniversary of 
youth elections in Kent, the first three of 
which were to find young people to sit on the 
UK Youth Parliament. 

While some of today’s candidates still repre¬ 
sent the county in the House of Commons, 
they now play a greater role closer to home by 
working with cabinet members and KCC offi¬ 
cers on issues including education, transport 
and the environment. 

Youth county councillors also attend events 
outside Kent, such as conferences in 
Westminster, meetings at the European 
Parliament and with young people from across 
the continent. 

There are four seats available in each of the 
12 district or borough councils within the KCC 
area, and candidates may choose to represent 
the place where they live or where they go to 
school, college or work. 

The results will be announced at County 
Hall in Maidstone from 10.30am on Saturday, 
November 28.

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POVERTY-stricken Tanzania 
could be where the next African 
football star is discovered, 
thanks to the generosity of clubs 
in Kent, writes Steve Knight. 

From the professionals at Gillingham FC 
down to the grass roots level of Sunday 
league, teams from across the county 
donated boots, kit and equipment to help 
youngsters playing thousands of miles 
away The charity drive was organised by 
the Kent County FA’s chief executive Keith 
Masters, who is also the European presi¬ 
dent of the Tanzanian Youth Sports 
Charity Organisation (Tysco). 

Mr Masters said he hoped such generosi¬ 
ty would one day help Tanzania emerge as 
one of Africa’s leading football nations and 
produce players of the calibre of Ivory 
Coast and Chelsea striker Didier 
Drogba. 

He said: ‘You’d be amazed at the skill 
that some of these players can produce 
without boots and on some of the worst 
pitches you’ve ever seen in your life. It’s 
just a bit of sand 
with homemade 
goal posts but 
they’re happy and 
content. 

“The Premier 
League is massive 
out there and almost 
every kid you speak 
to supports one of 
the big clubs. 

“They’re so enthu¬ 
siastic for the sport 
and extremely 

grateful for every¬ 
thing you give them, 
so it’s a joy to be able 
to help them in this 
way. You’ve only got 
to look at countries 
that have received monetary help in the 
past, like Ghana, to see that there are 
some hugely talented players out there, 
and I’m certain that before the end of 
this century an African team will win 
the World Cup.” 

Mr Masters was invited to join Tysco 
back in 2007 at a time when Tanzania 
was ranked 157th in the FIFA rankings. 

Despite never having qualified for the 
World Cup finals, the national team now 
appears to be on the up and is placed 
just outside the top 100. If further proof 
were needed, last June its players saw 
off recent qualifiers New Zealand 2-1 in 
a friendly.

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More help on offer 
to fight web bullies

WHEN a schoolgirl found herself 
contemplating suicide after yet 
another abusive message she 
knew she had to tell someone. 

The 13 year old, who had recently moved to 
the area with her family, had been the target 
of a gang of girls who repeatedly subjected 
her to cruel taunts while at school. 

But when she started to receive abusive 
emails and texts from the bullies at home 
she turned to her parents for help. 

“I never felt safe,” she said. “Even when I 
was at home they would put messages on my 
Bebo page or text horrible things. It got to 
the point that when I went to sleep I hoped I 
would never wake up. This was when I spoke 
to my parents and they helped sort it out.” 


For many her story may be familiar, as 
national figures released this week show 61 
per cent of 11 to 18-year-olds have witnessed 
some form of cyber-bullying. 

And research by the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families found that 
more than a third children aged between 12 
and 15 have faced cyber-bullying. 

Social networking sites, such as Bebo and 
Facebook, and computer messaging are now 
a part of everyday life, but to try to beat the- 
bullying last week was Anti-Bullying Week 
and the Government ran a campaign, Stay 
Safe in Cyberspace. 

Emma-Jane Cross, chief executive of 
national charity Beatbullying, said: “We 
know the consequences of cyber-bullying are 
just as traumatic as face-to-face bullying. 

“In the past year alone we’ve witnessed 
tragic suicides resulting from relentless 
online hate campaigns. 

“Suicide is an extreme manifestation, but 
research shows us that increased isolation, 


poor educational attainment and self- 
destructive behaviour all follow cyber-bully¬ 
ing. We must all act together and fast.” 

Kent County Council’s online Safe at 
School survey aims to find out about chil¬ 
dren’s experience and perception of bullying. 

Leyland Ridings, KCC deputy cabinet 
member for children, families and education, 
said anyone who is a victim of bullying 
should tell someone. 

“Anti-bullying is a priority for all of us,” he 
said. “This survey is one way we can get a 
better understanding of bullying. 

“It is anonymous and that will help those 
who are afraid to speak out.” 

Last week KCC’s e-safety officer Rebecca 
Avery visited schools across Kent to make 
children and parents aware of the harmful 
effects of bullying over the internet. 

She said: “Online bullying can be very trau¬ 
matising for children. It’s just as harmful as 
bullying in person. 

“Because it’s online, children don’t often

think about the consequences of the words 
they are using. 

“Parents may not even be aware that their 
child is a cyber-bully or being bullied.”

Advice to beat doorstep conmen 


A 72-year-old woman was conned out of cash 
after a heartless scammer tricked her into 
thinking he had fixed her roof. 

It comes as the Office of Fair Trading has 
launched a major campaign to stem the rising 
flood of similar attacks on vulnerable people in 
Kent and the rest of the UK. 

Callous conmen generally target the elderly 
and use a blend of smooth and threatening 


talk to make pensioners hand over large sums 
of cash, often before any work is done at all. 

In Swanley, the police said the woman hand¬ 
ed over money to the man who led her to 
believe he had carried out repair work on roof 
tiles at her home. The man cold-called and 
convinced the lady her roof needed mending. 
She handed over money and the man left. 

He had told her he was with a company that 


had scaffolding up at another nearby home. 
Worried, she checked with workers there 
when the conman failed to come back, and 
they told her he was nothing to do with them. 

Det Sgt Adam Ball said: “Be wary of anyone 
offering to carry out home maintenance or gar¬ 
dening work. Don’t hand over any money until 
you’ve checked with someone - a neighbour or 
family member or if in doubt ring the police.

After the incident, the OFT revealed that 
three million Brits are conned like this every 
year. In the midst of a recession where money 
is tight more conmen are taking to the streets, 
taking an average £600 from each victim, with 
those over 55 losing almost £1,100. 

Now it has launched its Your Doorstep, Your 
Decision campaign which found despite the 
massive losses, 49 per cent of homeowners are 
uncomfortable with cold-callers and feel intim¬ 
idated. Out of those who did agree to work 
being done, 41 per cent had to pay out more to 
repair the damage done by the con artists. 

The OFT said doorstep canvassing is not ille¬ 
gal and there are many legitimate businesses 
selling to people in the home. But rogue 
doorstep trading is an ongoing problem. 

Already this year, Consumer Direct, the 
advice service managed by the OFT, has 
received almost 4,000 complaints about cold 
callers offering to do repairs, a rise of 18 per 
cent on the same period last year. The top 
three complaints concerned roofing (1,076), tar- 
macing and paving (954) and insulation (335). 

Michele Shambrook from the Office of Fair 
Trading said: “We want people to recognise the 
warning signs, and to feel confident enough to 
take appropriate precautions and say no.” 

People should be wary of special offers or 
warnings, don’t hand over a cash deposit, don’t 
agree to a trader starting work straight away, 
take time to consult with someone you trust 
and if in doubt, contact Consumer Direct at 
www.consumerdirect.gov.uk or your local 
authority Trading Standards Service.

Body bag campaign 
targets teen drivers 


THIS shocking image of a girl in a body bag is to be displayed on the 
back of buses across Kent, writes Marijke Cox. 


The poster is part of Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service’s hard-hitting ‘Jack and Jill’ cam¬ 
paign, warning young people about the risks 
of dangerous driving. 

And firefighters from around the county 
have described horrific moments in their 
careers when they have had 
to deal with teenagers dying 
in crashes. The aim is to 
hammer home the message 
and remind youngsters they 
are not invincible. 

Larkfield crew manager 
Peter Colwill recalled the 
time he attended a fatal 
crash involving four young 
people near Maidstone three 
years ago. 

“I’ll never forget that 
shout,” he said. “The car was 
on the roof and one of the 
youngsters was already dead. 

We had to cut him out of the 
car so we could get to another 
casualty. 

“I was teaching my own son to drive at the 
time and for weeks afterwards I would wake 
up imagining his face in that crashed car.” 

Another harrowing account was given by 
Charing firefighter Nigel Collins. 

“We went to a shout in 2007 when a car 
had hit a lorry,” he said. “Two teenagers had 
picked up their girlfriends from school and 
were out for some fun, but one of the boys 
and one of the girls were killed. 

“The other one was last year and involved 


two lads in a car one of them had bought a 
few days before. We found it wrapped around 
a tree. I was the last person to be with that 
lad as his life ebbed away.” 

Sittingboume firefighter Jon Clark had to 
help a young woman who was seriously 
injured in a car crash. He 
said: “She was in a bad way 
because she’d not been wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt. They got her to 
hospital but she died a few 
hours later.” 

For mum-of-two Karen 
Rawlings, a retained fire¬ 
fighter from Teynham, a 
crash involving a mother and 
baby was particularly diffi¬ 
cult. 

“The baby had been thrown 
from the vehicle but amaz¬ 
ingly received just a bruise,” 
she said. “The woman went 
into cardiac arrest and died 
later in hospital.” 

The campaign poster 
shows the bloodied face of a girl and in the 
background the survivor driver. Head of com¬ 
munity safety Stuart Skilton said it was 
deliberately hard hitting to shock drivers 
into taking more care. 

‘We attend about 1,200 road traffic colli¬ 
sions each year,” he said. “Young drivers are 
disproportionately involved and it’s our fire¬ 
fighters who have to cut them and their pas¬ 
sengers free. Our crews see much more than 
just a statistic.”

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Energy drinks 
fuelling KCA’s 
caffeine fears 

ADDICTION experts say they have identified 
strong links between teenage health problems 
and caffeine-based fizzy drinks. 

Youngsters in the county have spoken about 
the effects excessive use of energy drinks and 
caffeine pills have had on their health to case 
workers from KCA, formerly Kent Council on 
Addiction. 

Zara Rahemtulla, an early intervention 
worker based in Canterbury, said: “We have 
developed a briefing to provide accurate infor¬ 
mation and clarify the risks,” she said. 

The advice follows concerns raised by a case 
worker who noticed an increase in young peo¬ 
ple suffering through excessive caffeine use. 

One 16-year-old, from Sittingboume, admit¬ 
ted drinking alcohol mixed with energy drinks. 

He said: “One night I collapsed in the street. 
My heart was beating so fast and I was taken 
to hospital. I thought I was going to die.” 

In another case, an 18-year-old from 
Sheppey overdosed on energy pills. 

He said: “They gave me diarrhoea and palpi¬ 
tations and made me really shaky.” 

The average 237ml energy drink contains 
80mg of caffeine and the amount in tablets 
varies from 25mg to 200mg. An average cup of 
tea contains lOOmg. 

Neil Hunt, KCA’s director of research, said: 
“Caffeine doses of 200mg or higher can cause 
unpleasant symptoms such as nausea, 
headaches, abnormal heartbeat, anxiety, 
panic, overheating and dehydration.” 

Mr Hunt said people can also experience a 
“come down” leaving them tired and irritable. 

UK sales of stimulant drinks were worth 
about £522 million last year. 


Superbug ex-health chief 
wins right to full appeal

THE former health chief at the centre of a deadly superbug 
scandal has won the right to launch a full appeal against a 
High Court decision to block her £250,000 pay-off. 


Rose Gibb was in charge of Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust when 
two outbreaks of Clostridium difficile 
led to the deaths of at least 90 patients. 

Ms Gibb attempted to sue her former 
employer for breach of contract after it 
refused to pay her the full £250,000 she 
had been offered to resign, but in April 
High Court judge Mr Justice Treacy 
dismissed her claims and refused per¬ 
mission to appeal the ruling. 

After further legal advice, Ms Gibb's 
union, Managers in Partnership (MiP), 
announced on Friday, November 13, 
that she had won the right to a full 
appeal against the decision - on all 
grounds. 

A High Court judge had ruled in 
September that the court would only 
consider whether the NHS trust had 
the power to agree the £250,000 pay¬ 
ment. 

But the latest decision means the for¬ 
mer health boss can appeal on other 
matters, such as the assurances she 
was given by her former employer. She 
will declare two other points at an 
appeal hearing in February, next year. 

MiP chief executive Jon Restell said: 
“We’re satisfied with this latest twist, 
but it will be the last thing the families 
of those who died want to hear.

“This case should never have come to 
court. Rose Gibb wanted to stay and 
face the music. She should have been 
held to account at a disciplinary hear¬ 
ing and either cleared or sacked with¬ 
out a penny. The trust decided not to go 
down this road.” 

A trust official said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed with this decision and will not 
be alone in that view. Our new manage¬ 
ment team accepted the failings of the 
trust’s previous leadership and put 
things right. The trust and the relatives 
should be allowed to move on.” 

The two-day appeal is expected to 
take place in March, next year. 

Ms Gibb resigned just days before a 
damning Healthcare Commission 
report in October 2007, which revealed 
poor hygiene, infection control methods 
and ineffective leadership led to 1,176 
patients developing the bug between 
2004 and 2006 at Maidstone, Tunbridge 
Wells and Pembury hospitals. 

The trust has since improved its 
hygiene and in the last seven months 
has had the lowest rates of C.diff in the 
region.

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Talks honour the life of 
General Janies Wolfe - 
Britain’s forgotten hero 


WHEN General James Wolfe died 
after defeating the French in the 
victory over Quebec in 1759, it was 
noted down in history as a defining 
moment for the British Empire. 

Records show that even Admiral Lord 
Nelson, who is celebrated nationwide as a war 
hero for his victory in the 1805 Battle of 
Trafalgar, aspired to be like the Kent-born 
general. 

But scholars have remained puzzled as to why 
General Wolfe, who was bom in Westerham, 
near Sevenoaks, in 1727, has remained virtual¬ 
ly unknown despite being labelled by some as 
a “hero of the British Empire”. 

To mark the 250th anniversary of his victory 
over the French in Quebec - which influenced 
the later creation of Canada - curators at the 
National Maritime Museum have held a series 
of talks this week about the “forgotten hero”. 

It follows celebrations in Westerham in 
September where the community joined 
together for a Wolfe Weekend with reconstruc¬ 
tions of the Battle of Quebec in which the gen¬ 
eral lost his life. 

The siege was part of the Seven Years War 
between 1756-1763, which was the first global

conflict, involving Pmssia and Austria and 
then England, France and Spain. 

Wolfe was stationed in Canterbury in 1756, 
where his regiment had been posted to protect 
Kent against the French. 

A year later he took part in the British 
assault on Rochefort, in France, and a year 
after that in the siege on Louisbourg, now 
Nova Scotia in Canada. 

Heroics 

In 1759, he was selected to lead the British 
assault on Quebec City and on September 13, 
after three months laying siege on the French, 
he was victorious. But at the moment of his 
victory he was shot and killed. 

John McAleer, curator at the National 
Maritime Museum, said many people are 
unaware of the Seven Years War or the heroics 
of Wolfe. 

“A survey was carried out a little while ago 
where Nelson was put in the top ten of the 
world’s most famous Brits,” he said. 

“Wolfe didn’t even make the top 100, even

though when he died his mother was offered a 
State funeral which is usually reserved for 
kings or queens. 

“There was a great outpouring of grief when 
he died and many artists depicted him in their 
work - artist Benjamin West pictured Wolfe’s 
dying moments in the 18th century painting 
the Death of General Wolfe. 

“But still not everyone knows who he is. 

“I think a lot of this is down to historical dis¬ 
tance and the fact that Nelson came after him. 

“Wolfe seemed to disappear into the mists of 
time, even though he was a hero in Britain.” 


Mr McAleer held his talk on Thursday at the 
foot of Wolfe’s statue which sits at Observatory 
Hill in Greenwich where he lived after moving 
from Westerham. 

Richard Johns, the National Maritime 
Museum’s curator of prints and drawings, also 
gave a lecture entitled General Wolfe and the 
art of a dying hero.

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KIG bosses accused 
of faking document 
to gain site approval 


KENT International 
Gateway (KIG) bosses 
doctored official evidence 
from light engineers in a 
bid to gain approval for 
the controversial site to 
operate at night, an 
inquiry has heard. 

The accusation was made by 
Joint Parishes Group (JPG) at the 
ongoing public inquiry into the 
controversial proposal for a giant 
road-to-rail interchange to be built 
at Bearsted, near Maidstone. 

JPG’s evidence against the 
plans revealed that KIG had mis¬ 
quoted the Institution of Light

Engineers (ILE) guidance and 
appeared to have replaced it with 
its own definition. 

Richard Jacques, chairman of 
the JPG, said: “The inquiry was 
stunned into silence by this revela¬ 
tion. The fact the applicants have 
felt the need to misrepresent such 
a crucial document highlights the 
weakness of the case for KIG” 

Concerns 

The original statement from the 
ILE recommends strict night¬ 
time regulations as the site is 
near to an “intrinsically dark 
area” (an El zone), but although

KIG’s version acknowledges it is on an 
dark area boundary it claims the land is 
within a “low district brightness area” (an 
E2 zone) - making it more acceptable for 
24-hour operation. 

Although KIG’s representatives have been 
aware of JPG’s concerns since it submitted 
its evidence on October 6, when the group 
challenged the applicant at the inquiry on 
October 12 they had no explanation for the 
deleted passage. 

KIG’s lighting expert, Nigel Pollard, is 
due to give evidence at the inquiry on 
November 27. 

Mr Jacques added: “The way that the KIG 
development is defines as a brightness zone 
could have a real impact on the inquiry. 

“If the applicants are unable to demon¬ 
strate the scheme is economically viable 
then the planning inspector would be 
obliged to throw it out. 

“Clearly an SRFI (Shift Rail to Freight 
Interchange) operating for 24 hours will 
have a very different economic viability 
than an SRFI that has to turn the lights out 
and shut down at 11pm. 

“The real ILE guidance is very clear; light 
shielding will not do, the lights must go out 
at 11pm. At the very least, the applicants 
should be forced to re-examine it’s assess¬ 
ment of the economics behind KIG and 
present its case using genuine guidance.” 

The proposal also suffered another blow 
last week when actress Jenny Agutter 
publically joined the fight against the pro¬ 
posal, saying it would do “immeasurable 
damage” to the area. 

The star, who starred as Roberta in Edith 
Nesbitt’s 1970 film The Railway Children, 
made her objections known in a letter to the 
planning inspector Andrew Phillipson. 

Agutter, 56, who lived in Bearsted as a 
teenager, said: “I was lucky enough to enjoy 
this special village. 

“I am distressed to find that this village 
life, which has up to now retained much of 
its rural charm, is threatened with the huge 
KIG development.” 

The inquiry, which is being held at Kent 
House, in Maidstone town centre, is expect¬ 
ed to last up until Christmas.

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THE days are shorter, 
there is a chill in the air and 
shops are already adorned 
with floor to ceiling Christmas 
decor. Winter has arrived. 

But as families across the county seek shel¬ 
ter from the cold in their cosy homes, farmers are out in the 
fields, growing us some much-needed winter warmers. 

As the temperature undoubtedly drops in the coming weeks, 
farmers could be facing some harsh conditions. 

Ashford farmer Doug Wanstall, from Foodforkent.co.uk, 
explained why a white, or even just a wet Christmas, is not going 
to be on his wish list. 

"We have finished planting most of our crops for winter now, 
but there are still some which are being produced, such as win¬ 
ter cauliflower, cabbage, brussel sprouts, leeks and parsnips. 

"The success of these foods, growing at this time of the year, 
is very dependent on the weather. 

"If there is heavy rain, as a farmer, it is very difficult out on the 
fields to get the crops in.

"Brussel sprouts which have had a frost actually have a much 
more intense flavour and the frost also works to preserve the 
vegetable," Mr Wanstall said. 

And the love-it-or-hate-it vegetable is not the only one which 
enjoys a chill in the air, with even some fruit able to stick out the 
brisk breeze. 

"We are still getting guite a few apples coming in, particularly 
Bramley apples, so it is the perfect time to be making pies," said 
Doug. "Also Conference pears and Braebourne apples are beauti¬ 
ful this time of year. They are lovely and crisp and very sweet." 

Orders to Foodforkent.co.uk - the one-stop online 
shop where, as far as possible, everything 
is either grown or supplied by local, 
Kentish suppliers - at this time of 
year continue to flood in, full of 
reguests for winter warmer 
delights, as local people 
stock up on a range of 
quality foods. 

"At this time of year 


people buy a lot more root vegetables, such as parsnips, potatoes, 
leeks and swede," Mr Wanstall explains. 

"Our Jerusalem artichokes are also very popular in the winter, 
which is a root vegetable with a difference, offering a distinct 
nutty flavour. 

"There are a lot more interesting winter vegetables coming in 
now, such as Cavalero Nero, an odd-looking relation of cabbage. 

"This is beautiful sauteed with oil and bacon like people would 
do with cabbage, it is very tasty. 

"There are always some interesting things out there, right up 
until Christmas." 

According to Mr Wanstall, Kent is the perfect spot for many 
vegetables to grow at this time of year. Broccoli, for example, 
grows for longer in the county than anywhere else in England, 
continuing right into February. 

And even farms not harvesting in the winter are busy prepar¬ 
ing for spring, with many already planting crops for next year. 

So while winter can be a tricky time for producers, it can

Cock-a-leekie soup recipe 
to warm you this winter 

Preparation: 10 minutes. Cooking: 60 minutes. Serves: 4 

Ingredients 

1 medium local chicken leg quarter, skinned 
1 chicken stock cube 
50g pearl barley 

1 bay leaf 

2 onions, sliced 
2 leeks, sliced 

1 carrot, chopped 
2tbsp chopped fresh parsley 
salt and black pepper 

Method 

Put the chicken into a large saucepan and add 1.2 litres of cold 
water and the stock cube. Add the pearl barley and the bay 
leaf, and bring up to the boil. Reduce the heat and simmer 
gently, partially covered, for 30 minutes. 

Add the onions, leek and carrots and continue to cook for 
about 20 minutes until the vegetables are tender and the bar¬ 
ley is cooked.

The student loans fiasco 

Relative poverty is part of 
the university p ackage 
admits Dan Stanley , but 
even students have limits 


AN INQUIRY has finally been 
launched into the mistakes that 
caused up to 85,000 people to be 
without student loans for the 
start of their university careers. 

Ordered by universities 
minister David Lammy, the 
inquiry is to be a “frank 
assessment of what went wrong”. 

A succession of errors coupled 
with staffing frailties has left 
many students under-financed 
and unaware how to rectify it. 

Students across the country 
have reported lost documents, 
engaged telephone helplines and 
repeated requests to submit 
supporting evidence already 
given. 

All of which has delayed 
payments to significant numbers 
of students, in some cases 
affecting their rent. 

Student Loans Company (SLC) 
chief Ralph Seymour-Jackson 
has admitted phone lines were 
understaffed and this magnified 
students’ distress as they had no 
way of finding out what went 
wrong or if they were even to 
receive funding. 

Mr Seymour-Jackson said: ‘We 
are very sorry for the genuine 
worry, confusion and distress this 
has caused” - a sentiment 
students countrywide will 
appreciate, I’m sure. 

Granted, the SLC has 
prioritised initial payments so 
that non-means-tested funding 
has been paid, allowing students 
to relax in the knowledge their 
rent and tuition can hopefully be 


covered. With the means-tested 
parts still waiting to be financed 
in an economy where jobs are 
hard to come by, what are these 
unfortunate students supposed 
to eat? 

How are they supposed to pay 
their bills? Many rely heavily on 
this funding to navigate their 
way through a financially 
restrictive period. Students from 
poorer backgrounds do not have 
the parental support to be given 
the lifeline of an internet food 
shop by mum or dad. These 
students, struggling against the 
class structure as it is, need no 
persuading that student life is 
financially tough. 

To add to the misery, the typical 
‘phishing’ scams that surround 
these sorts of incidents have 
begun, with emails asking for 
security details to guarantee loan 
payments on time. 

Students will take no solace in 
the recently leaked expenses 
figures for the SLC, showing an 
MP-like £331,000 being spent on 
first-class travel in 2008/09. This 
being the largest expense in a 


total clearing more than £1 
million, the rest being splurged 
on consultants and team¬ 
building exercises, making a 
mockery of the plight of 
thousands trying to pay their 
accommodation and tuition fees. 

The student finance debacle 
occurred in the wake of record 
applications to UCAS for the 
academic year 2009/10, so one 
can allow the SLC a few teething 
problems. Yet the number of 
students still awaiting funding is 
more than a minor kerfuffle. 

The blame cannot be placed 
wholly at the feet of the dreaded 
credit crunch and begs the 
question: why was this influx not 
prepared for? 

With record applications flying 
in as early as April, why are some 
students still waiting for their 
payments seven weeks after the 
start of their courses? 

The National Union of 
Students has called for 
resignations and last week Lord 
Mandelson said the loans service 
had fallen “well short of the 
expectations of students and 



their families”. 

Apparently there have been 
floods of complaints to trading 
standards about the SLC. 

Having dealt with the SLC 
myself, I can report that I have 
never experienced a problem 
with them and have been lucky 
enough to receive all due credits 
as and when their statements 
dictate, as have all my university 
acquaintances. 

However, I am not filled with 
confidence for next year. 

With 30,000 students said to 
have missed out on the limited 
number of university places for 
this academic year, it could be a 
rollercoaster next September as 
the surge in applicants looks 
unlikely to subside. 

Suffice to say, I’d advise any 
prospective students reading this 
get their applications in early. 
Very early.

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Nuclear is not the answer 


So Dungeness has been left off the 
proposed new round of nuclear stations on 
environmental grounds. And so it should. 

It isn’t required. Nor are the proposed 
so-called ‘clean coal’ stations, the 
technology for which is unlikely to be 
perfected before 2025. 

The Government has deliberately 
dithered over fully embracing renewables 
to aid the proposed expansion of 
centralised nuclear stations. Appeals from 
locals on Romney Marsh are unlikely to 
succeed and Mr Brown’s comments on 
Dungeness C is mere politicking ahead of 
the general election. 

Any new station would still produce 
toxic waste which would have to be stored 
for decades. The roads on the Marsh are 
hardly ideal for the lorries that would be 
needed for any new build, even after the 
Government railroads through new 
planning laws. 

The UK could have been largely self- 
sufficient in an albeit early form of solar 
panelling. Instead, we rampaged across 
the Middle East and Africa, carving it up 
and setting up dictators to do our bidding 


and grabbing oil. While it may well affect 
jobs locally, the fact is nuclear power is not 
the answer to climate change. The station 
would not be ready before 2019 at the 
earliest, but the changes to energy sources 
are needed now. The only way the gap can 
be filled is with a big expansion of 
renewables now. This could be achieved by 
factories on the Marsh to make solar 
panels and other components. I suggest on 
the site of Lydd Airport, which should also 
be rejected on environmental grounds. 
More people are holidaying in the UK and 
travelling via surface transport anyway. 

We should be taking advantage of this. 

It may also be possible to establish a 
marine research centre to take advantage 
of the proposed Channel reserve and 
linking with our universities and colleges. 

There are likely to be many other ideas 
that could be instituted locally rather than 
another nuclear station and I suggest 
people put their energies into the 
alternatives between now and 2018, when 
Dungeness B closes.

In fact, the system can be used for all manner of things - as the 
peaceful protester stopped by police in our county just because her 
registration number had been added to the system can confim - it 
seems it may not be used just to monitor criminals. 

Too many people still say, ‘If you’ve done nothing wrong, then 
there’s nothing to worry about’. 

But slowly and surely our freedoms are being eroded. 

A friend of mine flying from Stansted to Cornwall had to take her 
passport to prove who she was. 

She was stopped by police as she was preparing to board and 
asked what she would be doing there. 

When she asked: “It’s my business and if I choose not to tell you, 
what is the consequence?” 

She was told by the grinning officer that they were within their 
rights to hold and question her for as long as necessary. 

Surely this isn’t right. 

If my friend had been on some terrorist mission to Cornwall, she 
could have driven, hired a light plane or even walked, all without 
any need to allow an official to pry into her private life.

MARK NEWMAN, a partner at newly launched HCW Recovery Solutions LLP, 
a corporate recovery service introduced through accountants Horwath Clark 
Whitehill LLP, explains that with the right advice Kent’s small and medium 
businesses (SMEs) can avoid the traditional difficulties of New Year survival 



WHILE many businesses may be 
finding the going tough at the 
moment, there will be some for 
whom the Christmas and New 
Year period brings no festive cheer 
at all, leaving them facing the 
prospect of closing. 

It’s a depressing fact that more businesses 
fail in the first three months of the year than 
during any other quarter and this could be 
especially marked in 2010, as many firms are 
having to look more closely at how they oper¬ 
ate and their cash flow in order to make it 
through the recession. 

Why the seasonal headache? For SMEs, 
December is often a less productive time 
because of holidays, sickness and Christmas 
spirit, but wages still have to be paid during 
the yuletide break. The added difficulty in 
securing supplies, getting paid and often in 


simply getting work out of the door over the 
Christmas period means a severe cash crisis 
could be looming come January. 

There’s a widespread perception that insol¬ 
vency is a last desperate resort, but we would 
always urge businesses to seek advice at an 
early stage as pre-emptive action can ensure 
the business continues. Burying your head in 
the sand can be as damaging for your business 
as it can with your health. It is far better to 
undergo minor surgery in order to make a 
recovery, than to let things drift and discover 
the prognosis is terminal. 

There are also a number of steps SMEs can 
take to mitigate any nasty surprises which 


may be brought about by seasonal difficulties: 

• Plan ahead and produce accurate manage¬ 
ment accounts on which to make sensible 
business decisions. At the very least, busi¬ 
nesses need to determine which creditors, 
including the taxman, are pressing. And 
when and how they can be paid. 

• Produce accurate cash-flow forecasts so you 
know where you stand and don’t be afraid to 
talk to suppliers and customers about pay¬ 
ment terms. More importantly, be open and 
honest with your staff 

• If problems loom - look at how you can 
reduce the gap between in and outgoings. 

• Talk to an expert - are your business sys¬ 


tems as efficient as they can be or are you 
wasting valuable management time and 
money? Is your business tax efficient too? 

• Stay calm. Just because a business comes 
under pressure from creditors does not mean 
that, with the right action and advice, it can¬ 
not survive. 

• The best tool is always planning ahead. If 
this problem is a regular occurrence at this 
time of year, a strategy is needed to iron out 
any cyclical problems. The key is always not 
to panic, take the right advice and be honest 
with yourself in making projections and fore¬ 
casts. Plan for the worst-case scenario and 
the reality isn’t likely to be nearly so bad.

Business property leases: 
Forewarned is forearmed 


YOU’VE found the ideal new 
premises for your business, but 
before signing on the bottom line 
have you taken a close look at the 
lease? Richard Metcalfe of 
Metcalfe Stanley Hicks Chartered 
Building Surveyors, offers an 
insight into a little understood, but 
potentially very costly subject 
leasehold dilapidations’. 

Everybody who leases a commercial proper¬ 
ty, regardless of its size or age, needs to under¬ 
stand that unless you take appropriate steps 
before signing the lease, you will be responsi¬ 
ble for repairing the property before you leave 
regardless of its condition when you first occu¬ 
py it. 

Failing to understand the terms of your 
lease and its obligations can leave many busi¬ 
nesses facing substantial and unwelcome 
costs at the end of their term. 

For example, an occupier of industrial prem¬ 
ises wished to vacate one unit and move into 
another. Naturally anxious to minimise their 
liabilities on each of the premises, they sought 
professional advice and settled at £75,000, 
approximately 50 per cent of the amount 
claimed on the property being vacated. The 
new premises had been inadequately refur¬ 
bished and had a roof nearing the end of its 
life. After negotiation the landlord completed

the refurbishment to a higher standard and 
provided a new roof, saving the incoming ten¬ 
ant £65,000 and ensuring a trouble-free peri¬ 
od of occupation. In total £140,000 was saved 
by taking appropriate dilapidations advice. 

In the vast majority of cases it is the respon¬ 
sibility of the outgoing leaseholder to repair 
and reinstate the property before the end of 
the lease. In the absence of this the leasehold¬ 
er must compensate the landlord. 

Getting the work done can be disruptive to 
the leaseholder’s business and may force them 
to vacate early. Negotiating a financial sum 
with the landlord can be difficult and involve 
substantial legal costs. 

Chartered Building Surveyors work closely 
with legal advisors to negotiate the pitfalls of 


dilapidations, ensuring their clients, be they 
landlords or leaseholders, respectively max¬ 
imise their gains or minimise their losses 
when buildings are being vacated. 

Too often businesses believe that, as they are 
leasing rather than purchasing, there’s no 
need for a Building Survey. This is a danger¬ 
ous misconception and before signing any 
commercial lease you must obtain proper pro¬ 
fessional advice and quantify your liabilities. 
This ensures the true cost of the lease can be 
measured and contingencies made to avoid 
unexpected costs when the building is handed 
back. 

As a lease nears its end, landlords also need 
to take appropriate legal advice and consult a 
chartered building surveyor. A Schedule of 
Dilapidations must be prepared and served on 
the lessee in good time and sufficient detail by 
an experienced chartered building surveyor 
practitioner. 

If you are the prospective leaseholder the 
message is: Forewarned is forearmed - consult 
your chartered building surveyor before you 
sign the lease, and again in the last year of the 
lease, so that you may plan your effective exit. 
The key is not waiting until you receive a 
Schedule of Dilapidations from your landlord.

specifically target change of errors unless 
there is a loss of revenue, if you do make 
errors you may have to account for extra VAT 
you have not charged, plus interest and a 
potential penalty of up to 30 per cent for not 
taking reasonable care. By planning early 
you may be able to improve your own cash 
flow and help some customers save VAT. 

Tax point rules 

For any supply of goods or services VAT 
has to be charged at the so-called ‘tax 
point’. 

For goods, the basic tax point is when 
the goods are delivered or made avail¬ 
able. But this is overridden if invoicing 
■>^1 or payment occurs earlier. If both occur 
*• \ before the basic tax point it is whichev- 
er is the earliest. 

Example 1: On December 151 order 
a computer to be delivered in mid 
January. I pay the invoice dated 
1 December 15 on the same day. The 
jr . VAT rate is 15 per cent. Many retail- 
I ers are likely to promote the 2.5 per 
cent VAT saving and it will improve 
their own cash flow. 

But there are also special rules 
which aim to assist mainly large 
businesses’ invoicing and account¬ 
ing procedures. 

Example 2: Goods are handed 
1 over to a business customer on 

f December 28, but the invoice fol¬ 
lows on January 5 and is paid on 
‘ February 5. Although the basic 
\ tax point is the first event, if the 
invoice is issued within 14 
days that date is 
treated as the VAT 
tax point. As it is

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to know about change 


On December 1,2008, there was a lot of confusion when the 
standard rate of VAT was reduced from 17.5 per cent to 15 per cent. 
With the rate now due to revert to 17.5 per cent from January 1, 
2010, ALAN BUCKETT, Head of VAT Services at Maidstone-based DSH 
Chartered Accountants and Business Advisors, explains the implications 


VAT at 17.5 per cent is chargeable. This is 
unlikely to concern VAT registered customers 
who can reclaim VAT incurred on business 
expenditure in full and may be easier for sup¬ 
pliers who invoice within 14 days of supplying 
goods. 

But there are also optional ‘change of rate’ 
rules. In example 2, if the customer is VAT reg¬ 
istered but is partly exempt, they cannot 
reclaim all the VAT. If the basic tax point is 
before January 1 the optional change of rate 
rules allow the supplier to charge VAT at 15 
per cent even though its invoice is issued after 
December 31. 

For services, the tax point depends on the 
type of service provided. 

For a one-off service like repairing a burst 
pipe over two days, the basic tax point occurs 
on the day the service is completed. However, 
if invoicing and/or payment occur earlier, one 
of those dates, whichever is the earlier, over¬ 
rides the basic tax point. Unregistered or part¬ 
ly exempt clients may prefer to be invoiced 
before January 1 for a service to be performed 
early next year in order to save VAT. 

For continuous services, like ongoing legal or 
accountancy advice which is billed periodical¬ 
ly, there is no performance tax point, so invoic¬ 


ing and payment, whichever is the earlier, 
fixes the VAT tax point. 

Example 3: A firm of lawyers provides 
ongoing legal advice to a VAT registered busi¬ 
ness which can reclaim all the VAT. It issues 
an invoice on February 1, 2010 for work car¬ 
ried out between November 1, 2009 and 
January 31, 2010. It charges VAT at 17.5 per 
cent. 

Example 4: Say the client in example 3 is a 
private individual. The optional change of rate 
rules allow the law firm to apportion the work 
done up to December 31 and charge 15 per 
cent VAT and then charge 17.5 per cent VAT 
on the remainder. Can your invoicing systems 
cope with this? 

Anti-avoidance 

To prevent connected persons manipulating 
the change of rate rules, the Government has 
introduced anti-avoidance legislation. In prac¬ 
tice the number of transactions likely to be 
affected may be minimal. 

Essentially, if you answer yes to one or more of 
the following you should seek specialist advice: 

• Is the value of the supply more than 
£100,000 (excluding VAT)? 

• Are the supplier and customer ‘connected’? 

• Is an advance invoice before January 1 


not payable within six months? 

• For prepayment arrangements is the sup¬ 
plier, or anyone connected to the supplier, 
financing the prepayment? 

Other issues 

The above is only a brief warning on some of 
the issues to be considered. Different business¬ 
es will be faced with specific issues, like those 
using cash accounting, the flat rate scheme, 
private fuel scale charges, etc. will need to con¬ 
sider the implications carefully. 

Key points 

• Consider which of your customers are VAT 
registered and can reclaim all the VAT you 
charge them. 

• How many of your customers can only 
recover part of the VAT you charge or none at 
all? Consider whether you can help these 
clients save VAT. 

• Can your IT and invoicing systems cope 
with the basic, 14 day and optional change of 
rate tax point rules? 

• Seek specialist advice early. Remember 
that VAT rules depend on specific and detailed 
facts so you must provide full information.

THE European Parliament will 
debate the Consumer Rights 
Directive later this month, com¬ 
pleting a review of consumer rights 
across the European Union which 
has already resulted in the 
Provision of Services Regulations 
2009 and the Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading Regulations 
2008. 

The Directive aims to provide a uniform set 
of consumer rights across the EU by granting 
consumers a minimum level of contractual 
rights and remedies whilst retaining the gen¬ 
eral principles of contract law in each member 
state. Existing sector-specific legislation will 
prevail over the generic standards. The ulti¬ 
mate aim is to encourage consumers to buy 
goods across the EU. 

Changes which favour UK consumers 
include: the right not to pay any additional 
charges not notified to them at the outset; a 
longer cooling-off period of 14 days; the right to 
a refund within seven days (currently 30 days) 
for late or non-delivery and the right to require 
a price reduction or refund in certain circum¬ 
stances. 

Changes which favour UK businesses 
include: the right, when a customer cancels 
the contract, to withhold reimbursement until 
the goods have been returned (currently, a 
refund within 30 days is required); the right 
to refuse a refund for minor defects and a 
reduction in the statutory liability period for 
defective goods from six years to two years 
(one year for second-hand goods). 

Service providers looking to expand into the 
EEA (other than in sectors such as financial 
services, transport and healthcare) will benefit 
from a streamlined process when the 
Provision of Services Regulations 2009 come

into force at the end of next month. A single 
point of contact will be established in each 
country (for example, Business Link in the 
UK) to deal with enquiries and applications to 
trade in that country. Consumers will benefit 
from a single online advice service in each 
country. The Regulations encourage co-opera¬ 
tion between regulatory bodies across the 
EEA, particularly in relation to businesses 
which pose a danger to the environment, pub¬ 
lic health and/or safety and introduce new 
sanctions. However, the Regulations also add 
to, rather than consolidate, the existing lists of 
information which businesses must provide to 
customers. 

The Consumer Protection from Unfair 


Trading Regulations 2008 create an EU-wide 
list of commercial practices which are unfair if 
they affect a consumer’s decision and a black¬ 
list of 31 banned practices. The Regulations 
apply to all consumer contracts but may also 
affect contracts between businesses which 
have a close connection with consumers - for 
example, a distribution agreement where the 
end-user is a consumer. The Regulations 
encourage the tree-flow of information across 
the EU, particularly in relation to enforcement 
action. The OFT now has the right to request 
that its equivalent body in, say, France takes 
enforcement action against a French company 
which has breached the Regulations in rela¬ 
tion to a consumer located in the UK. The 
OFT also has additional investigative powers 
and can, for example, inspect goods without a 
warrant. 

Surprisingly, or perhaps as a result of the 
scale and nature of the changes, the OFT has 
stated that it wishes to encourage self-regula¬ 
tion where it is more appropriate than enforce¬ 
ment or intervention. To this end, the OFT 
has set up the Consumer Codes Approval 
Scheme and the Local Authority Assured 
Trader Scheme Network. In addition, the 
OFT will support industry-based schemes 
which require a higher standard of compliance 
than the legal minimum but will not give for¬ 
mal approval or guarantee a “safe harbour”. 

As with all new regulation, the hope is that 
the benefits will outweigh the additional 
administrative and legal burden, but it 
remains to be seen whether cross-border buy¬ 
ing increases significantly as a result.

Can you make 


ALTHOUGH Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown thinks next month’s 
Copenhagen Climate Change 
Summit could save the planet, oth¬ 
ers are thinking more about the 
potential benefits from investing in 
the growing ‘Green’ agenda. 

With National Ethical Investment Week 
ending on November 14, that concept has been 
to the fore. New figures show that the amount 
held in ethical funds - which invest only in 
companies deemed to help and protect the 
environment - has soared from £1.5 billion a 
decade ago to around £7b today. 

The first ethical managed fund, F&C Asset 
Management’s Stewardship Growth, celebrat¬ 
ed its 25th anniversary this summer. It man¬ 
ages £2.4b of ethical investment in four funds. 

Many people probably have part of their 
pension pots in leading ethical funds including 
Jupiter Ecology (market cap £307 million), 
BlackRock New Energy (£106m) and 
Schroders Global Climate Change Fund 
(£20m), which launched in 2007. 

A special poll by YouGov, carried out for this 
week’s campaign, reveals that 49 per cent of 
savers want to ‘make a difference’ - and make 
money - from ethical investments. The sur¬ 
vey also found the 55-plus age group is 
keenest to back the green agenda, both j 
when they save and when they spend. 

But even with nearly 100 green and ethi¬ 
cal funds to choose from, only 8 per cent of 
investors hold a green financial product. 

“Investors are starting to see how they can

profit from the shift to a more sustainable 
world, as events like Copenhagen lift sustain¬ 
ability issues up the political and media agen¬ 
das,” says George Latham, head of socially 
responsible investment at fund manager 
Henderson New Star. 

“There is growing interest from investors in 
themes that provide solutions to sustainabili¬ 
ty changes, including water management and 
education, alongside more traditional green 
investment themes such as cleaner energy 
and sustainable transport.” 

In theory, as green regulations force con¬ 
sumers to spend more on measures to cut 
energy bills, the case for long-term green 
investment - either in managed funds, or 
shares like waste specialists Biffa (now taken 
private) and Shanks - looks a no-brainer. 

“Large numbers of people are putting their 
money where their mouth is and doing their 
bit to create a sustainable future,” says Penny 
Shepherd, chief executive of 
UKSIF, the sustainable invest¬ 
ment and finance association 
promoting NEIW. 

“There are 
simple steps 


you can take to apply these principles to your 
pension, ISA and other investments.” 

That’s the theory. But finding successful eth¬ 
ical investments isn’t always easy. 

When M&S launched an Ethical Fund in 
2007,1 fixed a £75 monthly direct debit. Thirty 
months on, my holding is worth £200 less than 
the total paid in, so my cash would have done 
better in a building society. 

Green shares are even harder to fathom: 
Newcastle-based Eaga is an obvious benefici¬ 
ary in the fight against climate change, 
because it turns over £750m a year making 
homes more energy efficient to meet the 
Government target of cutting carbon emis¬ 
sions by 25 per cent by 2020. 

As many bills for this work are paid by pub¬ 
lic-sector grants, Eaga looks pretty recession- 
proof. Yet its shares - which cost 18 lp each in 
June 2007, when the 
company floated - 
changed hands this ^

week at 143p. All 5,000 Eaga employees are 
shareholders, with other shares held mainly 
by big institutions. 

Andy Parsons at The Share Centre isn’t sur¬ 
prised by this. 

“All sorts of green ideas and environmental 
initiatives are discussed at top level,” he says, 
“But you must remember that their impact on 
everyday life is still fairly limited. 

“People are slowly changing their habits and 
their consumption patterns, but it is only 
when these changes become dramatic that you 
will see really significant growth in earning 
patterns flowing through to companies, and to 
the funds which invest in them.” 

Another recent problem for ethical funds is 
that they won’t hold shares in oil, mining and 
tobacco companies - which have driven this 
year’s rally on the London market. 

Because investing in the green revolution is 
so complex, most people ask a specialist finan¬ 
cial advisor to suggest a suitable fund. 

Recommendations by The Share Centre 
include: Allianz Global Eco trends, a £19m 
fund run by Bozena Jankowska focusing on 
alternative energy sources, energy efficiency 
and environmental quality; Jupiter Ecology; 
and Schroder Global Change. 

At the F&C Stewardship International 
Fund, which delivered a 21 per cent return in 
the past year, fund manager Terry Coles 
attributes his recent success to the decision to 
expand ethical investing techniques beyond 
the “traditional stomping ground” of the US 
and Britain to fast-growing emerging mar¬ 
kets, notably Asia and Latin America. 

Impax is a smaller fund manager, holding 
£1.4b of investors’ money, but its expertise in 


the ethical sector is widely accepted. 

“The environmental sector offers better 
growth and returns than the mainstream 
economy and is therefore a smart place to allo¬ 
cate funds, whether you are ethically motivat¬ 
ed or not,” says Ian Simm, manager of the 
Impax Environmental Markets fund. 

Impax has successfully identified fast-grow¬ 
ing companies in renewable energy, water 
treatment, energy efficiency and environmen¬ 
tal consultancy. One of its major investments 
is Vestas, a Danish maker of wind turbines. 

In five years, Impax Environmental Markets 
Fund has turned £100 into £161. Last month, 
Impax raised £104.5m to launch a new Asian 
Environment Markets investment trust to tap 
the potential of the Asia-Pacific. 

“The big difference is that in the last big 
recession in the early 1990s, companies 
focused on environmental operations were 
seen as a luxury which a struggling economy 
couldn’t really afford,” says Simm. 

“Now environmental issues are at the centre 
of fiscal stimulation policy, and how to get the 
economy kickstarted again in the next couple 
of years. 

“If Copenhagen achieved no agreement at 
all, it would be a negative signal to the energy 
efficiency business. I have little doubt some 
useful agreement will emerge in due course, if 
not within the first two days.” 

On past form, however, nobody invests in 
ethical funds for a quick profit, or high annual 
income. Mostly they pay minimal dividends, 
so investors must be convinced they will 
see a decent capital gain over the medium 
to long-term as new technology moves into 
the mainstream.

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Big bailout, but little 
change to services 


As billions more pounds of taxpay¬ 
ers’ cash has been pumped into 
Britain’s ailing banks, holders of 
more than 40 million current 
accounts might hope that the man¬ 
agement of their financial affairs is 
about to be transformed. 

Surely, we must get something for all that 
money? As the Government stumps up anoth¬ 
er £33.5 billion, the bailout bill for Royal Bank 
of Scotland and Lloyds Banking Group soared 
to £76b - and the total ‘bank rescue’ bill hit 
£20,000 for every person in Britain. 

In this latest deal, forced through by the 
European Union, about 1,000 bank branches 
could change hands, profitable insurance com¬ 
panies like Churchill and Direct Line must be 
sold by RBS - and ancient names could 
return, such as Williams and Glyn’s Bank. 

Lloyds’s hapless shareholders, who have lost 
millions since the bank’s disastrous ‘rescue’ of 
HBOS in autumn 2008, must stump up anoth¬ 
er £2 lb in the biggest rights issue of all time 
with no chance of a dividend before 2012. 

Meanwhile, out of the wreckage could step 
Tesco Bank, and maybe a Virgin Money Bank 
too, if somebody finds the cash while Sir 
Richard Branson’s team adds marketing fizz.

Their first target? Maybe the £2.65b charges 
on unauthorised overdrafts that the Office of 
Fair Trading thinks form too big a part of £8b 
profits made on current accounts each year. 

Most bank customers, however, will see little 
immediate benefit from this upheaval, says 
Annie Shaw at CashQuestions.com. 

“Customers of existing banks, whether 
under new ownership or not, are unlikely to 
see any change in the trend towards higher - 
if more transparent - charges, cautious lend¬ 
ing and the gradual ending of free current- 
account banking,” she says. 

Kevin Mountford, head of banking at money 
supermarket.com, says more competition gen¬ 
erally heralds a better deal for consumers, so 
new entrants to the market would be welcome. 

But a moneysupermarket.com survey 
reveals only four per cent of consumers would 
trust a supermarket brand to look after their 
finances, and only 10 per cent would expect 
better service from a supermarket than a 
bank. Only a quarter said they would take out 
a credit card with a supermarket brand. 

Mountford thinks the best thing to emerge 
could be a simpler, faster service when switch¬ 
ing accounts: “The way you are shoehomed 


into an organisation that you don’t like must 
be changed. We need a healthy switching envi¬ 
ronment which allows people to move freely. 

“I think Tesco, which already offers a range 
of financial services, will do something soon. 
They might not wait for an asset sale, which 
could take three or four years to unfold. 

“Any new entrants in the marketplace will 
have to do something which sets them apart, 
in product innovation or service standards - 
maybe branches opening 8am-8pm.” 

Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk believes 
fresh blood is needed in the banking sector, 
with simple well-priced products, to give cus¬ 
tomers better choices. 

“Customers don’t want to continually chase 
best-buy rates or have to try to figure out pit- 
falls hidden deep in terms and conditions of 
ever-more complex accounts,” he says. 

Innovation 

“High Street banking giants have got used to 
having it their own way, and have got more 
complacent as competition has dwindled. 

“Innovative new players who can balance 
shareholder and customer expectations have a 
window of opportunity to convince millions of 
consumers that they represent a credible 
banking alternative, one worth switching to.” 

Of course, nobody really knows how fast the 



changes in retail banking will come along. 

Meanwhile, savvy bank customers - particu¬ 
larly the two-thirds who stay in credit each 
month - can find better value accounts by sift¬ 
ing through those already available, mostly 
outside the banks in distress. 

“Consider how you use your account - are 
you in credit or in the red? From there, you can 
find a best buy,” says Hagger. 

Nationwide’s Flexaccount, for example, has 
attractions for first-time buyers because 
Britain’s biggest building society is offering 90 
per cent mortgages to account holders. The 
Flexaccount debit card slashes the cost of pur¬ 
chases and cash withdrawals abroad, and is 
much cheaper than rivals, even after a one per 
cent charge outside Europe imposed this year. 

Hagger also tips Halifax Reward account as 
a best buy for those in credit. 

“There is a £5 credit paid in every month 
when you pay in a minimum £1,000, and no 
charges if you stay in the black,” he says. 

“Once in the red, you are clobbered: if your 
overdraft is under £2,500, the charge is £1 a 
day. Over £2,500, it’s £2 a day and any unau¬ 
thorised borrowing is £5 per day.” 

The theme runs through most best-buy 
accounts: millions who stay in the black accept 
a poorer service than they could find else¬ 
where, if they bothered to look. 
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Road tax gains not that great yet

WHATEVER you do, don’t trade- 
in your car just to win back a few 
pounds a year on road tax. 

If the car is reliable and not ridiculously 
thirsty then it is just not worth saving up to 
£185 a year on the maximum rate for a car 
registered before March 1,2001, by downsiz¬ 
ing to a newer, dearer lower emission model. 

If it is a newer car then there is every 
chance you will take a major hit on deprecia¬ 
tion that cannot be recouped by road tax and 
fuel benefits. 

On the other hand, if you are making the 
decision for a number of reasons - lower 
insurance, more convenient size or body 
style, social conscience as well as cheaper tax 
and fuel bills - then maybe it is time to fall 
in with the Government’s drive to tax ‘gas 
guzzlers’ off the road. 

The tax penalties could have been worse, to 
be fair, if Chancellor Alistair Darling had not 
relented after seeing that the gloom of reces-

sion might have sparked a roads revolt by 
hard-pressed motorists. 

But Labour - and a Conservative govern¬ 
ment is unlikely to be different due to envi¬ 
ronmental worries - has said it will continue 
to drive down vehicle sizes and emissions by 
using tough VED (Vehicle Excise Duty) 
rates, based on C02 emissions rather than 
fuel consumption and applying them to cars 
registered after 1 March 2001. 

Inconsistent emissions data on older cars 
means these are taxed simply at £120/year 
up to l,549cc and then £185 if larger - some¬ 
thing of a bargain for owners of older ‘gas 
guzzlers’ if they can bear higher fuel bills or 
cover relatively fewer miles. 

Alternatively, they can opt for a £1,500- 
2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) conversion, 
which should then halve their fuel costs - 
filling stations offering LPG have become 
increasingly common.

BUYING a new car to save on tax, 
fuel, insurance and overall running 
costs must be just part of a motor¬ 
ing budget review. 

The next stage involves smarter driving and 
journey planning and getting fitter by walking 
and cycling instead of using the car on short 
journeys - cold engines waste fuel and produce 
60 per cent more emissions than warm ones. 

Short hops also mean extra servicing and 
more engine wear. If you must drive, follow 
these tips from the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists and RAC Foundation: 


• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver.

ing speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel 
than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
saves ‘juice’ too. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine; pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 
at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Remove roof racks and carriers when not in 
use and keep windows closed to avoid drag 
and wasted fuel. Remove unnecessary and 
heavy boot luggage and wide wheels and 
tyres that add rolling resistance. Air condi¬ 
tioning costs fuel too, so try to use the cabin 
fan and vents unassisted. 


• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘city’ diesel or cleaner petrol (low 
sulphur/aromatics). Consider converting to 
LPG (liquid petroleum gas) - it’s half the 
price of petrol and cleaner. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and bum more fuel carrying more 
weight than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine to save 
fuel and emissions.

How best to save - buy a 
new car or bank the cash? 



RECESSION-hit Brits are saving 
more despite weak interest rates, 
but is this sensible for those who 
need to run a car? 

Might it be better to take advantage of 
near desperation discounts in the car show¬ 
rooms - especially in the trade’s ‘dead zone’ 
either side of Christmas - and liberate low 
yield savings in search of one of the many 
new car bargains around the moment? 

Even better, if you have a ten-year-old car 
costing a lot to run then you can still apply 
for the Government-sponsored £2,000 Scrap- 
page grant. Against a small car, that two 
grand saving is a hefty discount, but the dis¬ 
counts on bigger models can be greater with 
or without a Scrappage banger to trade in. 

Okay, a car costs thousands with or with¬ 
out the discount, but it will take years to 
earn four figure sums from banking at the 
rates offered now and for some time to come. 

And you can make further savings after 
driving off the forecourt too by downsizing 
and opting for a model incurring lower road 
tax, fuel bills and other running costs. 

Even if, after raiding the bank account and 
waving your ‘wad’ at the car salesman, your 
cash does not stretch to the discounted ask¬ 
ing price, there are other deals that can be 
factored in, such as zero or low rate finance. 

A generous warranty of up to seven years 
is also worth having. And be cheeky - ask for 
trimmings like a tank of fuel, car mats or 


discounts on any add-ons you might fancy. 

But do ensure you are not buying a car on 
‘run out’, where production or importing 
ceased a while ago. Choose the engine care¬ 
fully too; with fuel prices volatile, you don’t 
want to trade one gas guzzler for another. 

Buy wisely and your new vehicle could 
save you a fortune, even on depreciation, 
though cars always devalue. 

You can also afford to congratulate your¬ 
self for offloading something less efficient in 
favour of a modem, more eco-friendly model. 

On the other hand, you might have lost 
tons already on that big 4x4, but do work out 
what it will cost you to mn it for the next

three years - it might be a lot less than the 
cost of chopping it for a new car. 

Road tax also favours downsizing - gas 
guzzlers face £950 a year road tax from next 
year - but it is still a relatively small part of 
the motoring budget for most of us. 

Many superminis sit in the lowest tax band 
of £35 a year and though you might be tempt¬ 
ed by tax-exempt diesel and hybrid models, 
check the price. The ‘eco star’ might save 
£105 in road tax over three years, but you 
will pay more upfront. 

So, check out the conventional equivalents 
and don’t dismiss petrol; it is still cheaper 
and makes sense for lower mileage users.

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Scrappage strikes all the 
right notes with car buyers

AFTER a top up at the Labour 
Party Conference, the Govern¬ 
ment’s £2,000-a-go Scrappage 
incentive should have enough gas 
in the tank to last the pace. 

Enthusiasm was so great though, that the 
original £300 million fund set aside to last 
until March 2010 looked woefully inadequate 
until Business Secretary Lord Mandelson con¬ 
firmed a further £150m would be added - 
enough to finance a further 100,000 deals on 
top of the 200,000 already signed. 

The offer is that the donor car or van going 
to the crusher must have been registered 
before 31 August 1999 and the owner’s name 
must have been on the V5 ‘logbook’ for 12 
months before the date he or she places their 
new car order. 

Carmakers have mostly embraced the deal 
after initial disappointment that they would 
be expected to foot half of each ‘£2,000 
Government Scrappage grant’ and noting the 
Treasury would claw back some money 
through VAT on each car sale anyway. 

Some brands have even put extra money on 
the table on top of their £1,000 per unit as well 
as extra specification and zero per cent finance 
- though this is not the greatest lure when 
interest rates are so low. 

On the other hand, consumers with bank 


savings know they are receiving precious little 
return and may be tempted by a psychological 
boost from buying a new motor that should be 
cheaper to fuel and tax. 

And don’t be despondent if you’re not in a 
position to take advantage of Scrappage; with 
the exception of city cars and superminis, you 
should get a hefty discount on most new cars 
in the current climate without needing to have 
a banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for a 


while though, do your research; diesel cars 
now outsell petrol, but cost more and the extra 
weight can be wearing and intrusive in the 
smaller cars most in demand now and you 
must drive many miles to recover that extra 
upfront outlay. Meanwhile, petrol is making a 
comeback with lighter, small capacity tur¬ 
bocharged engines. 

You might also consider a hybrid, but these 
cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

DOWNSIZING is the buzzword 
with cash-strapped UK car buyers 
so supermini sales are soaring, 
but what if you can’t squeeze the 
family into one or you simply need 
more room? 

The French have the answer in the form of 
cheap and capacious van-based MPVs. 

These might look like Postman Pat styled 
them and Bob the Builder did the road testing, 
but their origins are more to do with family 
needs in the vast rural hinterland across 
the Channel. 

The simple format was to take a small van 
with sliding rear side doors and add seats and 
huge windows, creating an MPV thousands of 
pounds cheaper than a ‘proper’ people carrier. 

Being vans, they were also offered with tried 
and trusted - and economical - diesel engines 

Having succeeded beyond their wildest 
dreams and frontiers though, French manu¬ 
facturers have also gone a stage further and 
designed the current generation to handle far 
better than before. 

The latest Peugeot Partner Tepee - also sold 
by Citroen as the Berlingo Multispace - is 
based on the company’s 308 car, so there is less 
of a drunken sailor’s gait on comers than 
its predecessor. 

And Renault has just launched the second 
generation version of its hugely successful 
Kangoo - rhymes with ‘can do’ - also based on 
a car platform, in this case the marque’s posh 
Scenic, so you get a chassis designed for the 
people carrier task at a much lower price. 

Italy’s Fiat has got in on the act and jointly 
builds a smaller van-based MPV version 
known as the Qubo, along with Peugeot 
(Bipper Tepee) and Citroen (Nemo Multi¬ 
space) and even this has car-based underpin¬ 
nings from its own Grande Punto supermini. 

The immediate appeal of these cars is easy 
access to the box-shaped rear thanks to those

sliding doors. Unlike many MPVs there is also 
still a massive boot behind the rear seats, 
which can usually be folded and arranged in 
various settings for maximum flexibility. 

A big lift up tailgate doubles as a rain shel¬ 
ter or shade when picnicking or ‘grandstand¬ 
ing’ at events. 

The headroom is almost ridiculously lofty 
and you can buy many of these cars specc’d up 
with airliner-style overhead lockers, though 
the sporty often use this extra space for stow¬ 
ing fishing rods, skis, mountain bikes and 
other gear and, of course, a spot of removals for 
Aunt Gladys’ new flat is no big deal - in anoth¬ 
er life, they were vans.

LOTUS unveiled its new Evora 
to the world at the London Motor 
Show some 15 months ago. 

And we had hoped to see it on the roads 
this summer - but it’s here now and defi¬ 
nitely worth the wait. 

Especially as it does not flatter to deceive 
like the Europa, which looks glorious on the 
outside, drives like a Lotus should, but has 
a cabin so poorly finished that it cannot 
carry off the ‘executive Elise’ role it was 
designed for when launched in 2006. 

Though dearer, the Evora is a far better 
option for those who desire a small and use- 
able supercar wearing what is still one of 
the most evocative sporting badges. 

Kent Lotus dealer Lipscomb couldn’t be 
happier with the newcomer and was only too 
keen for us to take a First Drive; the fran¬ 
chise at Aylesford, Maidstone, expects to sell 
40 Evoras a year, complementing rather 
than cannibalising existing sales of around

60 Elise and Exige road-going racers. 

Prices for the latter pair start at around 
£25,700. 

The Evora operates in a different league 
financially and comfort-wise, with prices 
from £47,500 and a relatively lavish interior 
- the Porsche Cayman being a prime target. 

You can even have a 2+2 Evora from 
£49,875 with a pair of optimistic rear seats. 

Specify the two-seater only and this 
space is given over to a luggage shelf to 


supplement a boot behind the mid-mount¬ 
ed engine; for those who care about such 
things, the boot can just about take a set of 
golf clubs... so I’m told. 

That would be an irrelevance to most car 
nuts though, because this all-new car - con¬ 
ceived in a little more than two years using 
renowned Lotus IT design skills - marks a 
stunning return to the big league. 

It recalls the ‘big’ Lotuses of the 
1970s/80s Elite (Mkll), Eclat and Esprit 
series, the last being a genuine supercar 
that also made an appearance as James 
Bond’s car. 

Needless to say, the mid-engine, rear- 
driven Evora is a stunning drive with the 
276bhp 3.5-litre V6 Toyota revving enthusi¬ 
astically behind your ears and giving the 
car excellent balance. 

A crisp short throw gearshift adds to the 
feel-good factor. 

Cornering on rails is a cliche, but comes 
to mind continually in this car too. 


Of course, it helps that it is as low slung as 
possible in the great tradition of legendary 
Lotus founder Colin Chapman, but you 
don’t have to be a contortionist to climb in. 

The normal ‘Great Wall of China’ sills of 
the Elise series have shrunk to manageable 
proportions and are covered with leather. 

Lotus has also proved again that you can 
have seats that are stylish yet painfully thin 
to look at, yet feel superbly comfortable. 

Where as the leather stitching on the 
Europa looks like it has been farmed out to 
a sweat shop aboard a storm-tossed North 
Sea trawler, the workmanship on the Evora 
is - and needed to be - of a far higher 
standard and there is proper carpet and a 
quality headliner. 

The dashboard arrangement is not per¬ 
fect, but there is nothing to irritate and the 
details feel well-made too.

Citroen goes into power juggling act 


Skoda reveals its 


CITROEN has maintained an increasingly familiar 
motor industry theme by swapping engines in its C5 
family car line-up for greener yet more powerful units. 

The apparently contradictory move brings a new 
155bhp 1.6-litre petrol unit - co-developed with BMW 
- to replace the 143bhp 2.0 unit, a new 160bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel replaces one of 140bhp and a 173bhp 2.2 unit. 

The new petrol engine not only gets eight per cent 
more power than its predecessor, but averages 
around 18 per cent better fuel consumption and 16 
per cent lower C02 emissions (now 167g/km) cutting 
road tax from £215 to £175. 

The new 2.0-litre diesel is 14 per cent more power¬ 
ful, three per cent better on fuel and emissions have 
fallen from 153g/km to 147g/km, with road tax down 
from £150 to £125.

NOT content after shocking pres¬ 
tige marques with its all-new cut- 
price director’s car, the latest 
Superb, Skoda will offer it as an 
estate too. 

Arriving early next year, the 
Superb ‘wagon’ will offer yet more 
load capacity for anyone needing 
more than the clever boot cum 
tailgate arrangement of the origi¬ 
nal car, launched late last year. 

Billed as the “most luxurious 
estate car yet to wear the Skoda 
badge” it also has a claimed best-

BRITISH workers building the 
stunning new Vauxhall Astra 
launched next month are not out of 
the woods yet. 

General Motors has reversed a decision to 
sell its European arm, comprising two 
Vauxhall UK plants and several Opel sites 
across the Continent, but the loss-making US 
giant needs economies as much as the pro¬ 
posed takeover consortium wanted them. 

The Astra plant at Ellesmere Port on 
Merseyside can at least be excited by some 
other news though; their car is short-listed for 
2010 European Car of the Year, following up 
the bigger Insignia’s victory last year. 

Only Fiat has ever pulled off consecutive wins 
in this prestigious and sales-enhancing contest. 

The Insignia has gone on to become the UK’s 


biggest seller in its market sector this year. 

The sixth generation Astra is one of just 
seven finalists - the winner will be announced 
on 30 November. 

Based on a recent first drive of the car, we 
would give it our vote although it faces tough 
opposition, notably the classy little VW Polo 
supermini, the Toyota IQ city car - which real¬ 
ly ought to win for innovation and packaging - 


and the Mercedes-Benz E-Class, which marks 
a real return to form for the German brand. 

Also in the hunt are the Peugeot 3008, 
Citroen C3 Picasso and Skoda Yeti. 

The Astra could have the edge across most 
areas though. For a start it looks good, echoing 
slick styling that helped the Insignia to win 
sales and awards. 

Despite racy low-slung lines though, the 


Astra is thoughtfully arranged and fitted out; 
designers have not forgotten the car must 
please in the demanding family hatchback 
sector, accounting for 23 per cent of UK car 
registrations, and including formidable oppo¬ 
nents like the Ford Focus and VW Golf. 

It also drives as well as it looks and may 
even be best in class, especially as a re-think of 
the rear chassis has given it that rare gift - 
nimble handling with a good ride quality too. 

A shrewd range of engines includes an 
impressive all-new 140PS (138bhp) 1.4-litre 
turbo petrol unit, replacing the conventional 
1.8 unblown unit of the current car. 

This is typical of a new breed of diesel-rivalling 
lightweight petrol units with more low-down 
urge, better economy and lower emissions. 

This engine certainly sits well here and if 
you want more petrol power there is also a 
180PS 1.6-litre Turbo - the most powerful unit 
in the line-up for now. 

Astra prices start at £15,675.

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Philosophical Mazda is 
spearheading fleet drive 



KENT-based Mazda UK is weath¬ 
ering the recession better than 
most car firms and making inroads 
into the fleet and company sectors. 

Registrations across that market are down 
27 per cent, but the Japanese brand’s Dartford 
headquarters says it has bucked the trend 
with a fall of less than 11 per cent. 

It also claims its fleet order book is up 19 per 
cent against an 11 per cent decline across the 
sector. 

The company says this success is due to 
decent specifications, sensible pricing and 
modest recession-led rises compared with big 
hikes by some rivals, plus attention to Benefit 
in Kind and road taxation through a ‘lighter 
and lower’ design philosophy in mainstream 
models: the Mazda2 supermini, Mazda3 fami¬ 
ly hatch and Mazda6 family/Mondeo Class car. 

By boosting aerodynamics, saving weight 
and cutting engine emissions and fuel con¬ 
sumption, Mazda has achieved range-wide tax 
and eco-savings that other manufacturers 
tend to charge extra for through specially 
branded green models. 

One of the marque’s best examples is the lat¬ 
est Mazda3 and particularly the tax-beating 
1.6 diesel model tested here and costing from 
£15,760 - the overall Mazda3 range starts 
from £13,500 and includes a sharply styled 
four-door saloon version too.

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diesel engine makes little difference to the 
nimbleness of the car. With a typically crisp 
Mazda gearshift and direct steering plus a 
more than adequate 109bhp under the bonnet, 
this is a company or private buy that is easy to 
live with in all situations. 

It cannot quite match the latest VW Golf for 
refinement, but remember this is a more cost- 
effective option, needing to be judged more 
against the ubiquitous Ford Focus and Mark 


VI Vauxhall Astra arriving next month. 

I also like the fact that Mazda’s drive for bet¬ 
ter aerodynamics has created a far better look¬ 
ing car than its rather frumpy predecessor. 

The front end does look a bit fussy on clos¬ 
er inspection, but wears a Trappier’ face while 
the side profile of the car is leaner and more 
muscular. 

The cabin echoes the impressive Mazda6 in 
layout, style and quality, making you wonder 


whether Mazda has risked cannibalising sales 
of the car’s big brother. Until, that is, you 
realise that rear legroom is only average for 
the family hatchback sector, let alone challeng¬ 
ing that found in the next one up. 

Having driven most engines in the line-up 
earlier in the year, test driving the 
well-equipped TS2 version of the ‘cooking’ 
diesel confirmed it as the go to model for most 
buyers. By comparison, the 105bhp 1.6-litre 
petrol needs a lot of gearshifting to make 
progress, though still a rewarding drive. 

For those who like the look of the ‘3’, but 
crave more thrills, Mazda has also just 
launched the MPS hot hatch version (£21,500). 

Arriving within months of the mainstream 
line-up - unlike last time where buyers wait¬ 
ed several years for the MPS - this 257bhp 
turbocharged 2.3-litre petrol model can hit 
62mph in just 6.1seconds. 

With a sensitive bodykit to complement the 
car’s inherent good looks, this is a glamour car 
that can only boost the growing overall appeal 
of Mazda’s mid-range star.

SUPERMARKET giant Waitrose 
has given boom town Ashford 
another vote of confidence with its 
first store in the town and 154 new 
jobs. 

And the John Lewis Partnership chain is 
one of several companies to have brought fresh 
employment to Ashford recently, as the town’s 
prospects defy the recession. 

Last month, rail engineering firm 
Bombardier committed to 60 new jobs after 
transferring contracts to its Ashford mainte¬ 
nance depot. And Facts International, which 
undertakes research for a number of global 
companies, launched a recruitment drive at its 
Henwood call centre. 

More than 600 jobs have so far been created 
at Ashford’s fast-expanding Eureka Business 
Park, including 80 at the recently completed 


Eureka Place retail site, designed to serve 
business occupiers and the local community. 

Eureka Place arrivals include pub company 
Marston’s, bookmakers Coral and healthcare 
firm Circle. Meanwhile, the town centre’s 
County Square shopping precinct has four 


new tenants: Kids Stuff, Watches R Us, 
Silverleaf Jewellery and a newsagent, joining 
established retailers including Debenhams, 
H&M, New Look, River Island, Next, Marks & 
Spencer and BHS. 

The redeveloped shopping centre has 


enjoyed a 10 per cent increase in footfall dur¬ 
ing 2009, despite the recession that has hit 
many other retail centres across the region. 

Earlier this year, hotel chain Premier Inns 
chose Ashford for a new 74-bedroom hotel and 
the town now has the UK’s largest wedding 
store Brides UK, which brought 18 more jobs. 

The latter was another sign of the town’s 
growing importance after Brides UK director 
Anthony Keates chose to develop in the Kent 
town ahead of Newcastle. The new megastore 
is the first of a series across the country. 

Judith Armitt, MD of the Ashford’s Future 
agency - a consortium of national and local 
government bodies - said: “Ashford’s continu¬ 
ing success in attracting investment is fuelled 
by its unrivalled location, which has been 
enhanced by the arrival of high-speed trains 
that have slashed the journey time to London 
to 37 minutes.” 

A further 150 Ashford jobs are in the 
pipeline for March 2010 when the former 
police training centre at Grosvenor Hall opens 
as a children’s education and activity centre 
after a multi-million-pound redevelopment. 


Business rate cut delivers early Christmas cheer 


RECESSION-hit firms across Kent and the 
South East had an early Christmas present this 
week when the Government confirmed that 70 
per cent of business rate bills will fall next year. 

More than 100,000 across the region are 
affected by a revaluation of commercial proper¬ 
ties with a small minority paying more, although 
the Government has created a £2 billion relief 
scheme, self-funded by businesses, to limit and 
phase in these increases. 


But the lucky ones can expect an average 
decrease of £770 in their business rate bills for 
2010/11. Some of the bureaucracy in small 
business rate relief has also been swept away - 
a move welcomed by the Federation of Small 
Businesses. 

Local Government Minister Barbara Follett 
said: “Revaluation makes sure each business 
pays its fair contribution and no more. It will not 
raise a single extra penny for Government.” 


Ministers are also keen to highlight other 
ways in which they have been helping the com¬ 
mercial sector. South East Regional Minister 
Jonathan Shaw said: “Already almost 35,000 
agreements have been made with businesses 
in the South East to spread the payment of their 
tax bills, amounting to £620 million. 

“More than 900 Enterprise Finance 
Guarantee Scheme new loans have been 
offered to businesses in the South East, 


totalling over £91 m; and there have been 
almost 18,000 free Business Link ‘health 
checks’ in the region since October, 2008 - 
more than any other region. 

"The Government is committed to support¬ 
ing businesses through the downturn." 

General initiatives have also included allow¬ 
ing firms to delay corporation tax, VAT and 
other payments and a commitment from 
Government to pay suppliers within 10 days.

FAR from enjoying Christmas 
cheer as it enters what is tradi¬ 
tionally its busiest period, the hos¬ 
pitality trade faces one of its qui¬ 
etest festive seasons ever. 

Pub closures are running at 40-50 a week 
nationally and now the once buoyant restau¬ 
rant trade - fuelled by a diet of TV gourmet 
stars and programmes - has also been struck 
down by the recession bug. 

PricewaterhouseCoopers, the accountancy 
and auditing giant calculates that UK restau¬ 
rant insolvencies soared by a quarter over the 
first nine months of this year. 

It could have been worse though: the first 
three months of 2009 saw a record 183 signif¬ 
icant restaurant businesses fail nationally, 
with the following six months described as “a 
mixed bag for hospitality” as a weaker pound 
attracted overseas tourists and cash- 
strapped UK consumers opted for ‘stayca- 
tions’ rather than holidays abroad. 

Squeeze 

Nevertheless, failures are still lodged at 25 
per cent higher for the first three quarters of 
the year, compared with the trend from 
January to September in 2008, and 
PricewaterhouseCoopers expects a new peak 
in early 2010 as the public, corporate and pri¬ 
vate spending squeeze grips harder. 

Director for hospitality and leisure at 
PricewaterhouseCoopers, Stephen Broome, 
said: “Despite the descent into technical 
recession, this time last year many corporate 
Christmas lunches had already been booked, 
deposits taken, and to cancel would have 
meant letting staff down. 

“However, faced with the economic realities 


COULD an ‘all you can eat’ menu and pricing 
bring consumers back to the hospitality table 
as pubs, restaurants and hotels battle reces¬ 
sion? 

The question is posed by the success of the 
Taybams chain, which has expanded robust¬ 
ly - possibly along with the waistbands of 
clientele - in just a year. 

The concept is, not surprisingly, based on 
American models and has seven outlets, 
largely in the North. 

However, it could come to Kent and the 
South East soon as parent group Whitbread 
eyes up converting 30 of its Brewers Fayre 
family pubs to the Taybarns format. At 
Taybams, punters pay as little as £5.99 at the 
door and grab a plate and pile it up - and 


of this recession company bosses have now 
had nine months to refine policies and pre¬ 
pare staff for more restrained celebrations 
this Christmas. 

“Many employees wishing to celebrate will 
do so at their own expense and this is likely 
to have a direct impact on the bottom line of 
restaurants.” 

Mr Broome added that successful discount 
promotion and voucher codes had ensured 


keep on piling it up. 

The menu features all the popular fast 
foods: pizza, pasta, carvery and, of course, 
fries. Taybams has given itself a USP though 
with a line-up of chilli dishes and the like 
under the fairly self-explanatory ‘fusion’ 


survival for many restaurants this year, 
though the pressure is on managers to carry 
on with deals into the festive season - a time 
when they would normally be able to boost 
profitability. 

Fortunately for Kent and the South East 
though, the fall out is worse elsewhere and 
the region was one of those that most benefit¬ 
ed from the weak pound/tourist scenario 
highlighted by the accountancy firm. 


label, Texican. 

The emphasis is on cheap dining out for the 
family and was pioneered in America, though 
the all-one-price/all-you-can eat approach has 
been popular here in Sunday lunch pub oper¬ 
ations and some ethnic restaurants.

NO PRIZES for guessing that the hospitality 
trade is poorly served by the recession. Many 
venues - notably pubs and restaurants - face 
closure or have already folded, while hospi¬ 
tality specialists and suppliers have had to 
scale back or cease trading. 

The rate of pub closures has been particu¬ 
larly worrying over the past five years and 
was accelerated by the smoking ban. 

But soaring real estate prices and the pub 
trade’s shift away from drinks-only (or ‘wet’) 
outlets to mixed or even gastropub venues 
had already started the rot and boozers are 
closing at up to 50 a week, with massive col¬ 
lateral damage to jobs in venues and the 
supply chain. 

If that carries on then we face a final cry of 
‘Last orders!’ in about 20 years’ time as 
Britain loses its last pub - a sobering 
thought. 

As it stands, any corporate or private pub 
owner faces a no brainer: why flog yourself 
for little or no reward when you can flog a 
boozer for a tidy profit? 

Shepherd Neame put 35 under-performing 
pubs on the market during its latest financial 
year. Chances are many will end up as hous¬ 
es, flats or redevelopments. 

But the Faversham-based brewer’s next 
breath underlined 
that it’s not all bad 
news in the trade. As 
well as the clear out, 
it highlighted 13 new 
purchases to fit its 
master plan to con¬ 
centrate on food-ori¬ 
entated pubs and 
‘beacon outlets’. 

And there was 
another clue to the 
future. The brewer 
has carefully added 
‘designer’ beers to its portfolio and acknowl¬ 
edged the success of the Japanese Asahi 
Dry brand. 

But homegrown stalwarts Master Brew and 
Spitfire, as well as shrewd spin-off ales like 
Whitstable Bay, were also credited, showing 
that traditional beer business has not died. 

And a pint of classic, hand-drawn real ale is 
one of the few experiences the stop-at-home 
recession hit consumer cannot buy in the 
supermarket or ‘offie’ and replicate at home. 

He can buy any amount of lager and know 
it will taste pretty much like the more expen¬ 
sive fizz down the local pub or hotel bar and 
he can even buy bottled ales, but it won’t 
match a natural pint of bitter or stout. 

He could go direct to a brewery and man¬ 
handle a cask into his car or even have one 
delivered - and there are people who will do 
that - but it’s not exactly an impulse buy, is 
it? 

Hardly surprising, then, that indomitable 
beer champion the Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra) has reported rather gleefully (see 
page 82) that the ‘proper stuff’ could be rid¬ 
ing to the rescue of pubs and the hospitality 
trade. 

Surprisingly, too, this upsurge is not down 
to the capacious, bearded and sandal-wear¬ 
ing stereotype of old either, but discerning 
women consumers. 

Can hard-pressed venues across the hos¬ 
pitality trade afford to ignore one of the few 
bright spots in the market place?

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A ‘real’ fightback in pubs and bars

REAL ale champion the Campaign 
for Real Ale has battled for years 
against the decline of the nation’s 
once ubiquitous pub favourite. 

But it appears Camra now has something to 
raise a glass to: real ale is currently the only type 
of beer on the up. 

Surprisingly, after years of being pigeonholed as 
the favourite tipple of bearded male drinkers, a 
major reason for the growth is due to women 
enjoying this traditional product, which ranges 
from mild to bitter to dark stouts and even ‘new 
age’ golden beers resembling lagers in appearance. 

Fizzing 

It means that ‘real’ or cask ale now has a 13.5 
per cent share of the UK pub beer market, up 2.5 
per cent on 2007 - despite the recession. 

Meanwhile, draught lagers and kegs - owing 
their fizz to added C02 or nitrogen rather than 
natural fermentation - have fallen. 

The figures are drawn from Cask Report, com¬ 
piled by beer writer Pete Brown, who said: 
“Turnaround stories don't get much better than 
cask beer’s. 

“In a shrinking on-trade beer market, cask is 
the only category to show growth, albeit modest, 
of one per cent in the first half of 2009. 

“But what’s most important for Britain’s 
licensee is that there’s compelling evidence to 
show that cask beer can offer them a lifeline out 
of the recession.” 

Other findings showed that although 52 pubs 
are closing per week, pubs with Cask Marque 


real ale accreditation are shutting at half the 
industry rate. 

It also shows that the number of women drink¬ 
ing real ale has doubled, while admitting that 
recent buoyancy may also be due to fans being 
more affluent and able to afford a pint or two at 


the local. Other encouraging signs from the 
report show 400,000 drinkers tried real ale for 
the first time in 2008, real ale was taken on 
afresh by 3,000 pubs in 2008 and 71 new brew¬ 
eries opened in Britain over the past year. 


Hospitality tips 


• Ask whether the customer has 
been here before. Whatever the 
answer, this gives the chance to 
inform about the menu and spe¬ 
cial offers, when the outlet opened 
etc. 

• Ask if it is a special occasion - 
perhaps a birthday - and if they 
know the area. Offer tips on things 
to see. 

• Avoid a long speech though; use 
soundbites to inform about spe¬ 
cials, drinks, desserts and any 
diary dates. 

• Discreetly gather contact details; 
issue a card and let customers fill 
them in at their discretion. Many 
won’t, but if you don’t ask, you 
don’t get. 

• Follow-up by mailing with a sou¬ 
venir or menu and reminder of 
your website. It could trigger a 
return visit by them or a friend or 
relative - or a party. 

• And an excellent ‘sign-off’ from 
Aussie hospitality guru and restau¬ 
rateur Ken Burgin, who would ask 
one of his waitresses to sit down 
each week with a pile of post¬ 
cards and send a simple greeting 
from him: “How were they to know 
it wasn't my handwriting? In the 
age of email, handwritten notes 
are more powerful than ever.”

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Venues need to kn ow 
the cyber word is out 


SOCIAL networking is shaping up to be one of the most 
influential forces in hospitality - for better or worse, writes 
Andy Rogers. 


And it has gathered this extra clout 
at a crucial time for hard-pressed ven¬ 
ues and organisers. 

Word of mouth has always been a 
powerful marketing tool at the indus¬ 
try’s disposal; relatives, friends and 
workmates can all pass on tips on 
where to go and what to do. 

That has received an exponential 
boost in reach and power with the 
advent of the internet, venue search 
engines with review functions, 
instantly available video content on 
YouTube and social networking sites 
such as Facebook and MySpace and 
business equivalents like Linkedln. 

But this cyber endorsement - like 
the verbal version - can be double- 
edged. 

Two American business travellers 
became famous in 2002 after a bad 
hotel experience led them to compile a 
damning PowerPoint presentation 
emailed to immediate contacts. 

It snowballed, reaching hundreds of 
thousands of people, making head¬ 
lines with national newspapers and 
TV networks and turning the disgrun¬ 
tled executives into celebrities. 

The same influence can now be 


achieved by a recommendation or 
thumbs down on Facebook, or via an 
internet video uploaded from a hum¬ 
ble mobile phone. 

As ever, the US is ahead of us and 
American hospitality and tourism 
expert Doug Kennedy says hotel, 
restaurant and pub managers with 
vision and commitment can turn the 
new media to their advantage. 

“For organisations that are truly 
focused on creating guest hospitality 
excellence, this is all great news 
because our industry is becoming as 
transparent on the issue of quality as 
it became long ago on the issue of 
price when ‘best available rate’ pricing 
was first implemented,” he said. 

“Regardless of your feelings and 
opinions about social media and guest 
reviews, the fact is your hotel’s reputa¬ 
tion is at stake and guests are going to 
be talking about how they were treat¬ 
ed.” 

Based on his recommendations, 
here are training tips for venue staff: 

• Recognise that online reviews post¬ 
ed by guests are now a major reason 
for new bookings. 

• Keep track of day-to-day feedback 


from guests so you can head off prob¬ 
lems and negative reviews later. 

• Pick up on positive feedback by 
handing comment cards to the guest 
and thanking them in advance for any 
upbeat comment they can pass on. 

• Encourage staff to share the feed¬ 
back and support those individuals 
who might have been targeted unfair¬ 
ly, when the real issue was due to a 
system or process. But be straightfor¬ 
ward when negative feedback is valid 
and use this as a training aid. 

• Be prepared to apologise publicly 
without attacking those posting the 
review. 

Another factor the new media offers 
is a way to promote venues with com¬ 
mercial customers. Having hooked up 
in a virtual environment, business 
networkers still need face-to-face 
meetings via coffee, lunch, dinner, 
meeting or syndicate rooms or even a 
conference. 

Surveys estimate that 50-65 per 
cent of business professionals are con¬ 
nected via social networking websites, 
with Linkedln being most popular 
and a potentially valuable medium for 
hospitality venues. 

Most of those surveyed confirmed 
that they use the networks mostly to 
connect with potential clients and to 
showcase their skills.

Young played for Met Police in the Isthmian 
League, but after suffering a recurrence said: “The 
pain was so great it was taking all the enjoyment out 
of playing.”

Heart of a lion 

Fleet defender rebuilding future in the game after 

beating heart condition that could have killed him

LESS than a year after being told 
he would never play football 
again, Ebbsfleet United’s Ross 
Smith is hoping to kick-start 
his career with a move to Major 
League Soccer in 2010. 

The defender, who is back on a short-term 
deal at Stonebridge Road to bolster the 
Fleet’s Blue Square Premier survival bid, 
was diagnosed with a life-changing heart 
condition 48 hours after making his dream 
move to MLS side Colorado Rapids in 
January. 

When doctors told him he had a defective 
heart valve, which left his heart working 
overtime, Smith believed his footballing life 
was over and Colorado ripped up his contract 
before he had played a single game for them. 

Chest pains 

Only when a specialist in his native 
Canada offered him surgery and the chance 
to return to the sport did the 29-year-old 
turns his thoughts once more to football and 
the possibility of lining up against David 
Beckham next season. 

“I woke up in the middle of the night with 
terrible chest pains,” he said. “I’d had them 
before but this time I knew something was 
wrong. I flew out to Colorado for pre-season 
but two days later I got a call saying there 
was something wrong with my heart. 

“I was told I would struggle to have an 
active life and I could forget playing football. 
When they told me I could have open heart 
surgery, there were tears of joy in my eyes - 
to think I could be fixed was the best news of 
my life.” 

Smith began his career in Scotland but

journeyed south of the border in the hope 
of signing with a club in the London area. 

He eventually joined Margate before 
impressing Gravesend & Northfleet manag¬ 
er Liam Daish in 2005’s pre-season. 

After two years and 87 appearances, 
Smith’s performances earned him a move to 
Conference champions Dagenham & 
Redbridge, where he was forced to wait for 
his first-team opportunities. 

Despite leaving in 2008 to team up with 
former Leicester and Celtic midfielder Steve 
Guppy at Rochester Rhinos in the States, 
Smith has nothing but fond memories of his 
first spell in England.

He said: “I had a fantastic time at 
Gravesend. It was the first time I’d been a 
full-time footballer and it was everything I 
wanted. 

“I couldn’t believe how well supported they 
were - it was fantastic playing in front of the 
crowds at Stonebridge Road. 

“I loved playing for Liam Daish and 
[Dagenham manager] John Still - all they 
wanted was a good, honest performance and 
I really got a buzz off that. 

“The Fleet fans played a big part in me 
coming back -1 was fortunate to meet many 
of them during my last stay and I think the 
world of them. 

“I’m just taking it one game at a time but I 
want to head back to America around 
Christmas time, in time for pre-season. I 
hope Steve Guppy and [head coach] Gary 
Smith give me another chance at Colorado.” 


Fleet chiefs sympathy for Daish transfer plight

EBBSFLEET United chairman Duncan Holt 
has admitted the MyFootballClub takeover 
“could not have been worse” for manager 
Liam Daish. 

Daish’s budget was slashed in the summer 
after two-thirds of the 30,000 MyFC mem¬ 
bers declined to renew their £35 annual sub¬ 
scriptions. On the pitch the Fleet have made 
a hugely disappointing start to the season, 
going into yesterday’s game second bottom in 
the Blue Square Premier. 

However, Holt also stressed the positives of 
the MyFC membership scheme, which this 
month raised £8,000 in the space of seven days 
to pay three month’s wages for a loan striker. 

He said: “That’s the power of MyFC. Three 
or four years back, we had five people sitting 
round a table thinking, “can we afford this 
and that?” Now you know you’ve got 5- 
10,000 people who will pledge money. I’m 


constantly amazed by the generosity of people. 

“I do feel sorry for Liam. In terms of timing 
and the way we’ve done it, it could not have 
been worse for him. Lots of clubs take a gam¬ 
ble and give their manager a big budget, 
whereas we had to set our budget low. 

“For Liam, it hasn’t worked but we’d rather 
be in our position than a club like Salisbury 
[who entered administration in September].” 

Holt also revealed no solution had been 
found regarding a permanent training 
ground, after the squad were locked out of 
the AEI Sports Club in Gravesend five 
weeks ago. 

He said: “We are still hopeful of sorting 
something out with Charlton Athletic and 
we’re also talking to a couple of other sports 
centres in south-east London. In the long 
term we are looking to return to AEI but 
right now it’s frustratingly slow.”

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Age no barrier for young 


sets his sights on the Premier Leag ue

THE prospect of thousands of 
people hurling abuse while you 
work would prompt most to think 
about a career change, but it 
has done nothing to put Gavin 
Ward off breaking records as he 
climbs the refereeing ladder. 

Ward, who grew up in Sheppey and now 
lives in Oxted, near Sevenoaks, may look 
fresh faced but he has more than 15 years’ 
experience as an official. 

He began running the line at men’s games 
before his 14th birthday and at 22 became the 
youngest to reach the Football League. 

Still only 29, his career highlights include 
becoming the youngest to become an assistant 
in the Premier League ane he has officiated in 
the UEFA Champions League. He now has his 
sights set on the promotion he needs to take 
charge of games in the Premier League. 

He said: “I knew because I started at a young 
age there was an opportunity there. 


“My short-term goal is to get on to the 
Premier League and my long-term is to get on 
to FIFA. I’ve had that in the back of my mind 
and it would be fantastic to achieve that.” 

After starting so young, Ward has long been 
used to comments about his age from players, 
managers and fans alike. It has followed him 
into the professional game, but he insists it is 
not something which bothers him unduly. 

He said: “It’s like any referee, some get a 
hard time because they’re tall, short, fat or 
bald. The obstacle I had to get over was the 
fact I was young and it was quite rare to have 
that in men’s football. 

Young 

“To a certain extent I still get that now, espe¬ 
cially if I come across clubs I haven’t refereed 
before, where they think ‘we’ve got a young 
guy here, we might try it on a little bit’. There 
will always be something.” 

Barely a week goes by without a mistake by 
a referee examined in minute detail in the 
media, with Thierry Henry’s ‘hand of frog 5 inci¬ 
dent pre-occupying most over the last few 
days. 

Ward studies DVDs of his performances to 


find ways to improve and subscribes to the 
view that a good referee is barely noticed. 

He said: “We try to come away from the 
game with no one talking about us - we know 
we’ve done well if that happens. It can be hard 
when you read in the press about something 
that’s happened at the weekend, but we’re 
human beings at the end of the day. Just like 
players miss open goals, we sometimes get 
decisions wrong.” 

With the exception of goal-line decisions, 
Ward is firmly against any introduction of 
technology to be used during games, fearing it 
would slow the sport down and distance the 
top level from grassroots. 

However, one area he wants changed is 
harsher punishments retrospectively for any 
players caught diving. 

He said: “It’s something in the game I would 
certainly like to see go without any question. 
It would be nice if something more could 
be done to the players who do it in terms of 
retrospective punishment. 

“All we can do on the day is book them and 
it’s a hard thing to spot, especially when it’s so 
fast and you get one chance to see it. I’d love 
to see it out of the game.” 


Sitting volleyball 
facilities awarded 
national status 

KENT’S recent contribution to sitting vol¬ 
leyball has been recognised with the county 
now home to one of eight national develop¬ 
ment centres for the Paralympic sport. 

Wyvem School in Ashford is already the 
base for two members of the Great Britain 
women’s team and was awarded the status 
by Volleyball England this week. 

Sitting volleyball is a full Paralympic dis¬ 
cipline, although there was no British repre¬ 
sentation in the sport for 16 years following 
the 1992 Games. 

Kent have led 
the way in reviv¬ 
ing the sport on 
these shores and 
Tom Middleton, 

Kent County 
Council volleyball 
development offi¬ 
cer, said the award 
for Wyvern was 
hugely significant. 

He said: “It’s 
huge for sitting 
volleyball nation¬ 
ally - at the 
moment it’s not 
popular because 
it’s just not that INTERNATIONAL: 
well known. In this Great Britain’s Claire 
country, we’re rela- Harvey, who plays at 
tively well off and Wyvern School 
more people can 

afford wheelchairs so they’re less likely to 
find out about sitting volleyball.” 

The sport runs on near-identical lines to 
volleyball, except with players sitting on the 
floor, using a smaller court and a lower net. 

Over the last decade, Iran and Iraq have 
been ranked amongst the best sitting volley¬ 
ball sides in the world, with Bosnia also 
enjoying recent success. 

Middleton explained: “The sport is usually 
suitable for people who have suffered a trau¬ 
matic amputation, stood on a land mine or 
been involved in a road traffic accident. For 
that reason, it’s a sport which is popular in 
areas of conflict.” 

Helen Sole and Claire Harvey both play for 
Great Britain and will be looking to Wyvem 
to help them cement their places for 2012. 




Stimson says Gills hitman 
Jackson’s a snip at £1.5m 


GILLINGHAM manager Mark Stimson 
admits he would be “amazed” if the 
club did not receive any transfer bids 
for highly-rated striker Simeon Jackson 
during the January transfer window. 

The 22-year-old has netted 11 goals 
already this season and has averaged 
more than a goal every two games in his 
relatively short career. 

His form this year has seen him play in 
the Gold Cup with Canada and the strik¬ 
er has only just returned from an interna¬ 
tional break which saw him feature 
against Macedonia and Poland. 

A host of clubs are rumoured to be inter¬ 
ested in the striker, with Premier League 
side Wolverhampton Wanderers the latest 
to be linked this week. 

It came after Stimson publicly said even 
a £1.5 million fee -10 times what the Gills 
paid less than two years ago - would be 
money well spent. 

“Nothing has been said or done because 
it’s not time to do it yet,” he said. “That’s 
my figure, it probably means nothing at

all, but if someone got him for £1.5 million 
it could prove to be a snip because he’s got 
potential with his age and everything to 
kick on.” 


Although the Gills boss has always keen¬ 
ly stressed the club have never received 
even an informal enquiry about the strik¬ 
er, he believes that will come to an end 
when the transfer window re-opens. 

“I would be amazed if there wasn’t 
something in January because of what 
the lad has done so far. But there’s still 
five or six weeks and in football you’re 
only as good as your last game. You have 
to maintain that standard,” he said. 

The former Rushden & Diamonds for¬ 
ward has been linked with a high profile 
move away from Priestfield ever since 
scoring against Aston Villa in the FA Cup 
11 months ago. 

The speculation has never appeared to 
unsettle him and Stimson does not think 
it is about to change. 

He said: “He’s a good kid. He wants to 
play at a higher level and do better for 
himself but he knows sometimes it takes 
time. In the meantime you have to be a 
professional and keep working on your 
game and he does that day-in day-out.”

Some of the world’s most famous 
cricketers will take part, including West 
Indies legends Sir Vivian Richards, 
Courtney Walsh and Carl Hooper, with 
Herschelle Gibbs, Lance Klusener and 
Arjuna Ranatunga also competing. 

Headley, who skippered Upchurch in 
the Kent Cricket League Division Three 
this season, will play against the West 
Indies, South Africa and Sri Lanka, in the 
round robin televised tournament.

Clubs divided over Six Nations TV schedule

THE county’s rugby clubs are split over where 
they want to watch their international rugby 
following the recommendations of a national 
review panel last week. 

The panel, which proposed the return of 
home Ashes series to free-to-air television, also 
recommended England’s football qualifiers, 
home and away, to join the ‘protected’ list. 

But when it came to the Six Nations, only 
Wales matches (shown to viewers in Wales) 
were proposed as free-to-air fixtures. 

All matches in the championship are current¬ 
ly shown on the BBC, while Sky broadcasts live 
Guinness Premiership and Heineken Cup 
matches throughout the season, as well as 
British Lions tours and England’s autumn 
internationals. 

Dave Hicks, Sittingboume chairman, said: 
“We need the Six Nations on free-to-air TV 
because we’re always competing against foot¬ 
ball and we need kids to be exposed to rugby 
on the telly. 


“The more people get to see rugby, the more 
will want to play. I don’t like cricket but even I 
saw the Ashes in 2005 (on Channel 4).” 

Tunbridge Wells head coach Paul Hathaway 
agreed the sport needs all the exposure it can 


get if young people are to take up rugby seri¬ 
ously. 

He said: “It would be a shame if only the 
Wales matches were shown on free-to-air TV. 
As a coach and a teacher, I want more people 


to watch games of rugby. The kids then get a 
visual understanding of what you’re trying to 
get them to do.” 

However, Sky has won many fans since its 
first live Premiership broadcast in 1994, 
including its coverage of England Six Nations 
matches prior to 2002. 

Canterbury chairman Giles Hilton said: “At 
the club, we get really good reduced rates from 
Sky - we pay about a quarter of what you’d 
pay as a pub. 

There’s nothing better than a Six Nations 
game at 4.30pm, which keeps people at the 
club, drinking and socialising. 

“Football is probably the only thing that does 
need to be on terrestrial TV as much as possi¬ 
ble. Undoubtedly a successful England side 
with matches live on terrestrial TV brings the 
country together.” 

The final decision on any changes to the list 
will be made by culture secretary Ben 
Bradshaw in the spring.

season, but I am delight¬ 
ed to have signed an 
extension to my contract 
at Kent and everything 
this winter is geared 
towards us being able 
i to mount a challenge 
for the county title 
next summer. 

--^ I still want to play for 

England again, and James 
Tredwell’s sudden but fully 
deserved call-up to the England 
one-day team this week served as 
the perfect reminder of just how 
quickly fortunes can change in sport. You 
never know what is just around the 
comer if you keep working hard and try¬ 
ing to improve. 

Since the end of the 2009 season it has 
been great to know that next summer 
we are back in the big time again as 
a result of our successful promotion 
season from Division Two. It is a big 
motivator for us all. 

I must admit that, personally, I 
couldn’t get myself too excited 
about our championship cricket 
last summer. Playing second divi¬ 
sion cricket is not what I want to do, 
and we just had to make sure we did 
the job of getting promoted. 

Now, though, we can prepare for 
another stab at winning the champi¬ 
onship and to do that with Kent would be 
a dream come true for me. It would be the 
ultimate. 

Ryan McLaren’s departure back to 
South Africa, to take up the opportunity 
of playing international cricket for 
them, is a big loss to us. But we must 
do our best to replace him as we 
recruit some new players during the 
winter - with an overseas bowler 
perhaps top of our list. 

I am hopeful we will be able to 
announce something along these 
\ lines within the next month or so, 
and it is the depth of our bowling 
attack which I am most concerned 
about getting right between now 
and April. 

[Head coach] Paul Farbrace 
and I spent a few weeks 
directly after the end of the 
season going through our 
squad and looking ahead to 
next year, assessing our 
strengths but also looking 
at the areas we need to

improve. It is getting ever tougher to find 
the right players who are available when 
you want them to be, but it is a fact of life 
for every county in this era of the Indian 
Premier League and other Twenty20 tour¬ 
naments - besides a busy international 
calendar - so we just have to get on with it. 

It is a big plus for us that we have the 
inside track on a lot of international-class 
cricketers, thanks to Farb/s recent experi¬ 
ence of working with Sri Lanka and 
Graham Ford’s coaching work in South 
Africa. But, again, the change in the situa¬ 
tion regarding the availability of work per¬ 
mits for overseas-based players is making 
the recruitment process even tougher. 

W hat we do know, however, as we 
look ahead to 2010, is that 
Durham are now setting the 
benchmark for what you need to 
do if you want to become county champions. 

They have played some excellent cricket 
in their successive championship-winning 
seasons and in Steve Harmison they 
have had the sort of bowling spearhead 
which makes such a massive difference. 

They have also benefited from the 
emergence of other locally-raised fast 
bowlers, in Graham Onions, Liam 
Plunkett and Mark Davies. 

Bowlers such as those are great assets 
to have in county cricket and, together 
with some good recruiting of players such 
as Dale Benkenstein, Michael Di Venuto 
and Ian Blackwell, they are the main rea¬ 
son why Durham are currently some way 
ahead of the rest. 

But Robbie Joseph has come through his 
shoulder operation well, has started his 
bowling rehabilitation and is raring to go. 
If he and Amjad Khan are fully fit again by 
the start of next summer, then it will be 
like getting two new signings. We do need 
more support for them, and Simon Cook, 
and I will also be looking for young lads 
like Matthew Coles to continue to make 
strides forward. 

As a county, Kent have not really pro¬ 
duced a quality locally-born and raised 
international calibre fast bowler since 
Alan Igglesden and, a bit before that, 
Richard Ellison and Graham Dilley. 

It is time we did so again, and that is cer¬ 
tainly something for the coaching staff to 
get their teeth into in the near future. As 
Durham prove, producing your own fast 
bowlers makes life very much more 
straightforward in terms of building a 
team that can go all the way.

KENT’S opening game on their return to the 
LV County Championship Division One next 
season will be a trip to play Nottinghamshire 
at Trent Bridge, starting on April 15. 

The county’s complete 2010 fixture list was 
released this week and Kent’s first home 
championship game, following their Division 
Two title success this year, will be against 
Yorkshire at Canterbury, starting on April 21. 

Rob Key’s side begin their season with a 
friendly against Loughborough University at 
Canterbury, starting on April 10, while 
county champions Durham will visit the St 
Lawrence Ground for a four-day match start¬ 
ing on May 17. 

The Nevill Ground in Tunbridge Wells is 
scheduled for one County Championship game, 
beginning on June 4 against Nottinghamshire. 

Next season sees the return of the popular 
40-over Sunday League format and Kent

The Friends Provident Twenty20 Cup has 
been extended for 2010 and Kent Spitfires will 
play 16 group matches, eight at home and 
eight away.

Tredders to make England bow 


KENT spinner James Tredwell is in 
line to make his England debut 
today after receiving an unexpected 
call-up to the injury-hit squad tour¬ 
ing South Africa. 

The 27-year-old flew out as cover 
for Graeme Swann, who was ruled 
out of the opening two One Day 
Internationals - the second of which 
is at Centurion Park, near Pretoria, 
this afternoon - by a side strain. 

Tredwell was set to take his inter¬ 
national bow in the first ODI 
in Johannesburg on Friday, but 
persistent rain saw the game aban¬ 


doned without a ball bowled. 

The call-up was in recognition of 
Tredwell’s excellent summer with 
Kent, where he took 69 first-class 
wickets at an average of 26.63. 

He is uncapped at international 
level, although he was called up to 
England's one-day squad for the tour 
of New Zealand last year. 

Graham Johnson, Kent’s chairman 
of cricket, believes Tredwell’s call-up is 
well deserved. 

He said: “James is a fine cricketer 
and this call-up is thoroughly 
deserved. He enjoyed a great season 


and is clearly back to his best.” 

The off-spinner will be in competi¬ 
tion for a place in the starting line-up 
with Adil Rashid, who conceded 25 
runs in his only over during the sec¬ 
ond Twenty20 international at 
Centurion a week ago. 

Tredwell’s inclusion sees him join 
up with club-mate Joe Denly, who 
has been an ever-present opening 
the batting on tour so far. 

The 23-year-old was out for a duck 
and 14 in the two Twenty20 interna¬ 
tionals against South Africa, but hit 
23 against their A-side on Tuesday.

The 23-year-old has become one of 
/ the most talked about up-and-com- 
^ ing names in the sport after domi- 
i nating the 2009 British Superbike 
Championship. 

A record-breaking 19 wins from 26 
races caught the attention of the 
Aprilia World Superbike team, who 
finished fourth in the constructor’s 
standings in their debut season this year. 

The Italian team are expected to con¬ 
firm the Ashford-born rider alongside 
the vastly experienced Max Biaggi next 
week, making Camier a genuine con¬ 
tender for next year’s crown. 

Aprilia have been interested ever since 
he clinched the British title in September 
and offered a trial for the final two races 
of this year’s World Championship. He 
impressed at the higher level and 
clinched two top 10 finishes at the final 
round in Portugal last month. 

Camier believes it is only a matter of 
time before a deal is completed and is 
already looking forward for a title shot 
next season. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Although the 
team made their debut in the champi¬ 
onship this year they showed they can 
compete at the top end. 

“I think a move there could give me a 
title shot if not in the first year, but the 
second year. I’ve got a lot to learn by 
moving up to the series, but I’m desper¬ 
ate to win races. 

“At the moment I’m just waiting on a 
few things, but everything is positive and 
I’m hoping we can sort the deal out next 
week. I’m excited to begin racing in the 
World Championship, it’s what I have 
been working towards my entire career.” 

Although still awaiting confirmation 
from the Aprilia team regarding a deal 
for 2010, Camier has been testing with 
the team this week at Misano in Italy. 

If all goes to plan, Camier will be racing 
former team-mate and close friend Shane

Byrne. The 33-year-old confirmed last 
weekend he will compete for a second 
successive season in the championship 
after signing a deal with Althea Ducati. 

The Sheppey rider finished eighth in 
the riders’ standings in his debut season 
in the series with Sterilgarda Ducati. 
Byrne had been hoping to secure a ride 
with a works team and was linked to the 
vacant seat at Aprilia.
